The warrant, sworn to by a depart- 
ment of justice auditor, alleges the 
commission of the offense over a pe- 
riod of approximately eight months, 
beginning in April, 1928, and termi- 
nating November 26, when the bank 
was forced to close following a run. 

Friends of Mr. Patterson said 
nicht that there will be no loss 
the receiver, nor to the depositors of 
the bank. through the transactions.

Atranta’s twentieth season of Metro-

One opera new to Atlanta and the 
south—and, for that matter, new to 
most opera goers every where—and& six 
old favorites comprise the program for 
the 1929 season. 


Puccini’s “La Rondine” is the new 
work and it will open the week on 
Monday night. While casts. an- 
nounced ‘this far in advance always 
are subject to final revision, it is 
known that Lucrezia Bori and Ben- 
lamino Gigli will sing the leading 
roles, while Editha Fleischer and Ar- 


mand Tokatyan are old favorites who, 


in all probability, will be in the cast, 
Other Operas on List. 

Other operas on the list given out 
Saturday are “Aida,” “Manon.” “La 
Gioconda,” “Faust”. “Martha” and 
“La Traviata.” AH have been sung 
in Atlanta by the Metropolitan be- 
fore, some several times, but they are 
included among the greatest favorites 
of Atlanta wudiences and it was chief- 
ly because of this never-failing popu- 
larity that they were chosen this year 
by the board of directors of the Music 
Festival association.

Stillwell Will Reveals 


New York, Febuary 2.—(?)—The 
fortune which Arthur FE. Stillwell, re- 
tired railroad builder, said spirits aid- 
el him to amass was disclosed today 
by his will to have dwindled to about 

The small size of his estate caused 
general surprise in financial and rail- 
road circles, It generally, had been 
believed he was still the possessor of 
considerable wealth at the time of his 
death last September. 

The lawyers who filed the docu- 
ment declined to assign any reason 
for the dwindling of the holdings, but 
it was recalled he suffered a severe 
financial setback some years ago in 
connection with a railroad he was com- 
missioned by the Mexican government 
to build. 

This commission was given after he 
had completed a road which shor ened 
the distance from Kansas to the Mex- 
ican Central railroad. Due to finan- 


cial difficulties the Mexican road was 
never completed and was sold at auc- 
tion in 1924, 

Mr. Stillwell during his life raised 
millions of dollars for construction of 
rairoads. His first road was the 
Kansas City belt line. . During his 
career he constructed seven railroads 
with approximately 2,500 milea of 
tracks. He also designed and built the 
city of Port Arthur, Texts, as a gulf 
terminal for one of his roads. After 
his retirement he made a public an- 
nouncement that he had been guided 
in all his undertakings by the advice 
of spirits.

| Finds Freedom of Seas 


Still Unsolved Problem 


| ‘Cause Late President Bat- 


tled for at Paris Has 


Led to Cruiser Building.

Washington, February 2.—The fifth 
anniversary of Woodrow Wilson's 
death tomorrow will find the issue of 
the freedom of the seas, which he re- 
gatded as the paramount issue for the 
United States in the world war, the 
most serious problem on the Ameri- 
ean horizon. 

It is that unsolved problem, for 
which Wilson was battling at the 
Paris peace conference just ten years 
ago which has led to the cruiser build- 
ing program expected to pass con- 
gress within 48 hours, The reason 
for the cruiser building program is 
that never again does the United 
States want its merchant shipping to 
be caught between two belligerents 
as it was in the last war, to be sunk 
by one or seized by the other, and 
be hauled into prize court. 

That Wilson regarded this as a, vi- 
tal issue is indicated by the fact that 
in ‘his historic 14 points, he placed 
the freedom of the seas second only 
to open diplomacy. His second point 
read : 

“Absolute freedom of navigation 
upon the seas, outside territorial wa- 
ters alike in peace and in war, ex- 
cept as the seas may be closed in 
whole or in part by international ac- 
tion for the enforcement of inter- 
national covenants.” 


Wilson Dictated View. 


There is unique evidence of the im- 
portance with which Wilson regarded 
this issue which is now causing anxi- 
ety among statesmen in England and 
the United States. As we were near- 
ing Brest aboard the George Wash- 
ington, bound for the Paris peace 
comerence, Wilson was asked by Rob- 
ert J. Bender, now general news man- 
ager of the United News, and then 
United News correspondent with Wil- 
son, for an exact outline of the posi- 
tion he would take at the peace con- 
ference. 

In order that his views might. be 
reported with minute accuracy ’ so 
there would be no room for the slight- 
est uncertainty. Wilson, after discuss- 
ing the whole Rituation with Bender, 
dictated a complete outline of the 
American position in the form of a 
news dispatch. Discussing the funda-

“Judgment has been reserved by 
some of the governments in the mat- 
ter of freedom of the seas, but it is 
fully expected that discussion will 
clarify doubts even there, and that a 
de@ixion will be reached which will 
not make it necessary for America to 
build a navy big enough to make her 
safe against the arbitrary action of 
any nation.”

The trails of the hunt travelled high- 
ways, through railroad channels, and 
into the air—but have produced no 
Aimee, 

It was believed that she was near 
Atascadero, a mountain village close 
to the coast line, and that she planned 
to fly either to San Francisco or some 
point in the northwest. 

Request for Plane. 

A San Francisco aircraft company 
received a request from ‘Salinas asking 
if a plane could be at Atascadero 
within a few hours and take a party 
of four to an-unnamed destination. 

The plane, piloted by Harvey 
Lempke, took off from San Francisco 
shortly before 11 a. m., and was due 
to reach Atascadero about 3 p. m.

GHUOL FINANCES 
10 Be CONSIDERED 
BY BOARD TUESDAY 


New Budget of $2,834,- 
621.50 Will Be Major 
Item Under Discussion 
at Special Meet. 


Consideration of a new school budg- 
et for 1929 calling for expenditure 
of $2,834,621.50 will be the major 
item up before a special called meet- 
jng of the Atlanta board of educa- 
tion at 3:30 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon, it was announced Saturday. 

Another matter to be considered 
is a proposal of the fifth ward dele- 
gation to shift $15,000 from the fund 
to establish a junior high school in 
that ward to construction of an au- 
ditorium at the Meador-Goldsmith 
school. 

The tentative budget as arranged by 
school administration officials follow- 
ing suggestions of board members pro- 
vides for addition of nine new teach- 
ers in the senior high schools in order 
to keep Atlanta on the accredited list 
of the Southern Association of Col- 
leges; elimination of summer schools, 
although administration officials con- 
sider them an important supplement- 
ary service; payment of teachers on 
the present scale without any reduc- 
tion, and elimination of all proposed 
salary increases, 

Operation and maintenance items 
have been slashed to the bone, ac- 
cording to Raymond R. Ritchie, as- 
sistant superintendent of schools in 
charge of business affairs, and the 
capital outlay allocation carried in 
the first budget is practically elimi- 
nated. 

The amount carried in the revised 
budget is $847,864.10 less than the 
first draft proposed. The original 
budget carried allocations totaling 
$3.726,485. : 

Salaries of teachers is the biggest 
item carried in the revised sheet, to- 
taling $2,470,619.28, Willis A. Sut- 
ton, superintendent of schools, has an- 
nounced that the figure is $77, 
short of the amount necessary to pay 
teachers at their present salaries and 
the additional nine high school teach- 
ers. This will mean that a cut in 
salaries for that amount will be nec- 
essary next fall unless supplementary 
revenue is obtained from some source. 

f a cut is necessary, it will be- 
come effective with the opening of 
schools next fall and the entire amount 
of $77,000 will be absorbed during 
the latter part of the year to prevent 
a deficit. : 

Hope was expressed that a special 
committee from the board, the finance 
committee of city council and a citi- 
zens’ advisory commission, named by 
Mayor I. N. Ragsdale, will be able 
to map out a feasible plan for rais-

DUPONT 3 HOLD 


ON U,§, STEEL 
ENTIRELY LEG 


Trade Commission Head 
Says Trust Inquiry Is 
Example of Bureaucracy 
Gone Insane. 


HUMPHREY RAPS 
EGO OF CONGRESS 


Result of Probe Shows 
DuPont Aided Only by 
Sales Through Steel and 
Motor Company. 


Washington, February 2.—(@)— 
The financial relationship between 
the E. I. du Pont de Nemours com- 
pany, the General Motors corporation 
and the United States Steel corpora- 
tion was held today by the federal 
trade commission to have had a net 
result of assuring an outlet at little 
or no selling cost for a considerable 
portion of several of the du Pont com- 
pany’s important products. 

This was the only conclusion drawn 
by the commission in its report on an 
exhaustive inquiry into the fifancial 


relationships of the three companies, 


and its findings made publie along 
with a minority view by Chairman 
Humphrey, which described the inves- 
tigation as an “illuminating illustra- 
tion of bureaucracy gone insane.” 

“From the beginning,” the chair- 
man declared, “the investigation has 
taken the character of a fanatical 
inquisition, rather than a quasi-judi- 
cial investigation.” 

The commission’s report reviewed 
at considerable length the series of 
transactions by which the du Pont 
interests, looking for a place to in- 
vest its $68,000,000 surplus, secured 
virtual control of General Motors and 
later purchased more than 100,000 
shares of United States Steel common 
for about $14,000,000. 

It was pointed out that. the 
declaration of a 40 per cent dividend 
by United States Steel shortly after- 
ward had the effect of reducing con- 
siderably the price the Duponts paid 
for the stock. 

No stock in the Dupont company 
was found to be held by either Gen- 
eral Motors or United States Steel, 
and no important office in the steel 
corporation was found to be held by 
any official of the Dupont or General 
Motors companies. 

Of its conclusion that the financial 
relationship had resulted in an ad- 
vantageous outlet for Dupont prod- 
ucts, the commission said that “this, 
however, is only one reason for this 
financial relationship, and not neces- 
sarily the most important one.” 

Chairman Humphrey charged that 
the investigation had been itended 
to show that “corporations did not 


-know how to run their own business, 


to impress upon congress and_ the 
country that the vast wisdom of the 
commission would solve all problems 
that vex the industrial world, and 
were more than willing to do so.” 
“The inflated egotism,” he said, “of 
this proposal (the resolution calling 
for the inquiry) is only exceeded by 
the sincerity of the belief of those 
making it that they were entirely able 
to perform the gigantic task for the 
benefit of business and to the entire 
satisfaction of the public, and to the 
unfading glory of themselves.”

“D: That every thirty days a cal- 
endar for criminal cases and traffic 
cases shall %e so arranged and alter- 
nating that the arresting officers for 
different watches can attend court 
for prosecution of same; and this cal- 
endar shall be posted in the chief's 
office, the desk sergeant’s office; and 
the captain’s office, and the chief of 
detective’s office, and the judges’ of- 
ice; and the officers and men of 
each watch instructed when to as- 
sign cases that they make.

Total automobile license tag sales 
during the month set aside by law for 
their legal purchase totaled $2,488,- 
766.03, it was shown by records at 
the state motor vehicle department in 
the offices of Secretary of State 
George H. Carswell on Saturday. 

This year is the first under the new 
law, which provides one month, from 
January 1 to February 1, inclusive, 
for the purchase of tags. Under the 
law it is illegal to operate an auto- 
mobile or motor truck with a 1928 tag 
after February 1. 

Receipts Increase. 

Last year, and prior to that time, 

two months and a half were set aside 


for the sale of tags, from December 
15 to March 1. Despite this difference 
in time, the tag receipts this year ex- 
ceed the total fer the two and a half 
months’ sales period last year. In 1928 
the total was $2,431,702.03. 

The total sales for the full twelve 
months of 1928 were %4,041,787.10, 
leaving $1,552,021.07 yet to be receiv- 
eB the 1929 receipts equal those of 


The receipts for this year, which 
include the final day of legal sales, 
February 1, are divided into two sec- 
tions, $1,658,369.65 having been re- 
ceived by the mail-order department 
and $830,396.28 coming in through 
the, cash w-ndows. 


$252,00 Day Record. 


The biggest single day’s receipts in 
the history of the department was re- 
corded last Thursday, January 31, 
when $252,000 was taken in during 
the day’s business. 

A remarkable record was achieved 
by Secretary Carswell and his office 
staff, in that all applications received 
in the mail were handled, and the tags 
put in the mails, the same day as re- 
ceival. This held true throughout the 
entire sales period, even on the final 
day's tremendous rush.

The Sinclair contract, originally let 
in 1922 by Albert B. Fall, as secre- 
tary of the interior, was renewed last 
October after a five months investi- 
gation by the department of justice 
under the direction of Mr. Donovan, 

Walsh Not Through. 

By voting, 7 to 6, today against the 
Walsh report, the lands committee 
now has no report before it on the 
inquiry conducted last month into the 
Sinclair renewal but Chairman Nye, 
one of those voting against Walsh, an- 
nounced he might submit his own 
views later to the committee. 

Senator Glenn, republican, Illinois, 
who had prepared a report uphold- 
ing the administration in its handling 
of the contract renewal and its subse- 
quent cancellation withdrew this upon 
the defeat of the Walsh proposition.

His death was hot 
known until this morning when en- 
trance to his room was forced gfter# 
he failed to respond to calls,f The 
speaker arrived here yesterday from 
his Greenville home to hol? confer- 
ences with state officials relative to 
a proposed extraordinary session of 
the state legislature to consider a 
road bond issue. 

Only recently he had suffered an at- 
tack of influenza, and this with the 
vigorous energy he had exerted in be- 
half of the special session, physicians 
believed, weakened heart action. 

Governor Bibb Graves, with whom 
Speaker Long was closely associated 
as an adviser, issued an official state- 
ment deploring his death. 

“He was one of the outstanding 
figures in the political life of the 
state,” the governor said, “His record 
as a militant democrat, as a member 
of the constitutional convention, five 
times as a state representative and as 
speaker, has few equals in the history 
of the state. 

“His death is a great loss to Ala- 
bama.” 

The governor ordered all state de- 
partments closed throughout the day, 
and the flag at the capitol was lower- 
ed to half-staff immediately word was 
received of the speaker’s death.

Washington, February 2.—(®)—A 
revised recapture clause granting the 
government three options in event the 
lessee failed to meet certain require 
mnts in the production of fertilizer at 
Muscle Shoals was submitted to the 
house military affairs: committee to- 
day by W. B. Bell, president of the 
American Cyanid company, a_ bidder 
for the Shoals’ property.

Mr. Bell appeared before the com- 
mittee at the resumption of bearings 
on the Madden bill providing for the 
lease of Muscle Shoals to the Cyana- 
mid company for 50 vears for produe- 
tion of power and nitrates for fertili- 
zer, but principally the latter. -The 
bill was tabled last session when the 
committee and the company failed to 
agree on recapture provisions. 


The revised proposal would permit 


three recapture options in event it 
was shown that the company could 
not produce fertilizer at a cost per- 
pur- 
poses or suspended operations for 18 
months of a 86 months period after 
15 years of experimentation in its pro- 
duction. 


Would Boost Rental. 


One option would be to increase 
the rental of the properties for strict- 
ly power purposes at a minimum of 
four per cent or maximum of 5 per 
cent, the second woukl permit the 
government to recapture only the fer- 
tilizer plant with power to operate 
it and the third would allow reeap- 
ture of the entire property. ‘The goy- 
ernment, to reimburse the lessee . for 
its investment less a reasonable ap- 
praisal for depreciation. 

Mr. Bell said the lease was con- 
tingent upon the government con- 
structing Cove Creek dam and that 
the recapture provisions would not be 
operative in event this was not built. 
On a four per cenf€ renta! basis, pro- 
vided Cove Creek and dam No, 3 
were constructed, he estimated the

As methods for 
making rinks of artificial ice increase 
in efficiency and decrease in cost, it 
would not be surprising to see a net- 
work of hockey leagues which would 
compare in number with professional 
baseball leagues. Right now hockey

Runner, Dares 
Phantom Finn 


Greatest Runners in World 
Will Meet Feb. 23 If Narmi 
Accepts Issue.

New York, February 2.—(/)— 

Without ostentation but with plenty | 
of confidence, Edvin Wide, the visit- 
ing school teacher from Stockholm, 
tossed a quiet challenge to his old 
rival, Paavo Nurmi, today. 

In the most matter of fact manner 
in the world the great Swedish runner, 
who has matched strides with Nurmi 
a dozen times and beaten him twice, 
revealed that he intends to enter the 
two-mile race in the national A. Be 
U'. championships at Madison Square 
Garden February 23 in the hope of 
trying conclusions with the famous 
Finn. 

Nurmi To Accept. 

The match appears as good as made 
as Paavo was never one to pass up 
a worthy foe and has previously an- 
nounced his intention of running In 
the title games. Only the particular 
event to be chosen was withheld and 
since three of the first four races on 
Nurmi’s American itinerary were at 
two miles it is only logical to suppose 
he will pick this distance for his title 
bid. 

If Nurmi were uncertain before as 
to whether he should tackle the two- 
mile or the mile, the gauntlet thus 
thrown down by Wide can hardly 
help but decide the matter for him. 
When an athlete is so far ahead of 
the field as Paavo, real challenges 
from a worthy contender are all too 
few to let go by default. 

Natural Attraction. 

With these advance signs indicat- 
ing that the duel definitely will take 
place, the race stands out as one of 
the greatest natural attractions the 
indoor track has ‘ever seen. While 
Nurmi holds the world’s indoor rec- 
ord for two miles at 8 minutes, 58 1-5 


seconds as well as the honor of being 
the only runner in history to cover 
the distance in less than nine minutes. 
This performance with his 
outdoor record of 9:012-5. On that | 
occasion, at Charlottenburg, in Sep- | 
tember, 1926, he conquered Nurmi, 
himself and about the same time beat 
him at 1.500 metres as well. Wide 
is one of the two or three men in all 
the world who have proved it is pos- 
sible to finish ahead of the wonder 
man.

His father was at one time lieutenant 
governor, of the Society of Colonial 
Wars, and his mother formerly held 
the presidency of the San Francisco 
chapter of Colonial Dames. His grand- 
parents on both sides came to Cali- 
fornia in the early days, one couple 
in 1849 and the other in 1850. 
Genealogists, tracing the family 
back to the French Hugenots, find 
that a direct ancestor, Noblehomme 
Gaspard Colet de Rapalie, fled from 
France to Holland in 1548 because of 


[religious. persecution; and _ another, 
Joris Jansen de Rapalie, brought his 
wife to America in 1623. Joris was 
a representative in the first public 
assembly in Manhattan and later was 
a magistrate of Brooklyn. Judge Lu- 
cas Ryerson, a notable previous to 
the Revolution, is described as “a man 
of giant stature and great strength.” 
Colonel Theunis Day and Lieutenant 
Simon Van Ness, both Revolutionary 
officers, are also among young 
Moody’s aucestors. 

Doubtless Frederick Schander 
Moody, Jr., has inheritea many good 
characteristics as well as physical 
well-being from this long line of sol- 
diers, statesmen and judges, all mak- 
ers of history, and bearing such names 
as Ryerson, Van Ness, Vander Beck,

‘RICKARD SIGNS

When the war was over and the 
soldiers had returned I felt that a re- 
lief from the high tension of those 
days would be another big champion- 
ship fight.

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MARKETS IN FEED 
FIRM DURING WEEK 


The feed markets held about steady 
during the week ending January 31, 
according to the grain, hay and feed 
market news service of the United 
States bureau of agricultural eco- 


nomics. Jl’rices of wheat feeds in 
most markets were lower. concen- 


trates and other feeds were un- 
changed. Feed grain markets con- 
tinued firm. A fairly strong tone 
was in evidence in the hay markets, 
especially in the middle west. 

_ Feedstuffs. averaged steady, reflect- 
ing the continued strength in the 
feed grain market and colder weather | 
necessitating heavier feeding. Spot 
demand fur cottonseed meal and cake 
was quiet at most markets. Seed of- 
ferings were small at Atlanta and 
prices advanced to $50 to $52, de 
livered, prime basis. Stocks of cake 
and meal in mill hands were reported 
xradualily increasing, reflecting the 
dull foreign and domestic demand. 
Phirty-six per cent protein cottonseed 
meal was quoted at $42 and hulls in 
bulk at $14 per ton. The Memphis 
market was dull as mill offerings 
were small. Forty-one per cent pro- 
tein cottonseed meal was quoted at 
that market at $44.85 per ton. Sup- 
plies of seeds were reported ample 
at Fort Worth and were quoted at 
$42 delivered at millk. 

Cold pressed cottonseed 
meal were quoted at $32.50 to $33.50, 
45 per cent protein cottonseed meal 
and cake $42.50 to $43.50 and hulls 
$9 to $10 per ton.

Aside from the developments in the 
rails, there was little news of character 
to influence the market. Announce- 
ment of appointment of an umpire to 


call a crude oil production control con- 


ference at Tulsa next Tuesday failed 
to stimulate buying of oil shares. 


20 rails rose fractionally to another 
new high while the indices of 50 in- 
dustrials and 20 utilities receded 
slightly. Trading was fairly active 
for a Saturday. session, total sales ag- 
gregating 2,333,400 shares. 

Jersey Central led the rails with 
a jump of 20 points to 350, a record 
price, in a smal] turnover. Baltimore 
Ohio and Reading moved up 2 points 
each to new highs. Pittsburgh and 
West Virginia and Western Maryland 
rose about 4 points each.

Turn Bearish; Steel and Cop- 
per Industries in Strong Posi- 
tion. 


New York, February 2.—Many pro- 
fessional traders in the stock market 
turned bearish this week. Many in

The steel and copper industries clesed 
the first month of the year in a strong 
position, with the outlook reported as 
encouraging. The railroads reported 
for December an increase of 9 per 
cent in gross and a gain of no less 
than 64 in net.

Call money 
at the month end did not go as high 
as many feared. More time money 
was offered with the rate for long 
periods reduced from 7 3-4 to 71-2. 
On the other hand, professional 
traders in the stock market saw signs 
this week that indicated that Febru- 
ary may prove to be another month of 
liquidation. In informed circles here 
it is an open secret that New York 
Federal Reserve bank is making some 
of the member banks in this district 
which have been* borrowing from the 
in the 


with warnings that there must be a 
further reduction in such obligations. 
This: action on the part of the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank here is being re- 
flected first by closer scrutiny by 
member banks of loan envelopes and 
then by similar action of brokers re- 
carding margin accounts of customers. 
Changes in Decade. 

Before the war the member banks 
in making loans to brokers secured 
by stock exchange collateral demanded 
half rails and half industrials.

roads, Mergers, freight rates and the 
amount of excess earnings to be turn- 
ed over to the government by the 
railroads all hang on railroad valua- 
tion. The decision in the St. Louis 
and O’Fallon railroad test valuation 
case now before the supreme court 
may be handed down this month. 

The feeling in informed Wall street 
is that this forthcoming decision will 
only throw the whole matter back into 
the lower courts. 


Readjustment Now Seen. 


In professional stock market circles 
here the feeling is growing that if the 
industrial shares already have been 
over bulled and the speculative possi- 
bilities of railway shares are limited 
it will be imposible to keep the bull 
stock market going without a tem- 
porary readjustment in stock prices. 

History repeats but frequently with 
variations. Until the present upward 
price movements in stocks started the 
biggest thing this country had ever 
seen in the way of a bull stock market 
began in 1898 following slow recovery 
from the 1893 panie running unfil 
the “rich man’s” panic of 1903. The 
last named chapter in Wall street's 
'history resulted from overheated in- 
dustrial and money market machinery 
accompanied by excessive overproduc- 
tion of new securities. 

It was during this wild period of 
mergers that the collateral trust bond 
was used by our captains of industry 
to get around the problem of how to 
eat their cake and keep it, too. Dur- 
ing the long period of easy money fol- 
lowing the five-year readjustment pe- 
riod from 1893 to 1898 it was at first 
easy for individuals to carry stocks on 
'margin for companies to finance mer- 
| gers. As the bull stock market prog- 
gress this financing became more dif- 
ficult. Toward the end one railroad 
or industrial company would buy an- 
other for merger purposes, place the 
stock thus acquired as collateral for 
bonds and then sell the bonds to the 
public. In time this financing like 
all other new financing of that period 
ran its course. 

How Van Sweringens Started 

This week something new was de- 
veloped as an improvement on the old 
collateral trust bend used a quarter 
of a century ago to finance many 
railroads and industrial mergers. The 
Van Sweringens who were Cleveland 
real estate men started their railroad 
experience some few years ago when 


the New York Central, was wanting | 


to get rid of the Nickel Plate because 
it did not need that road in its con- 
solidation plans and let the Van Swer- 
ingens have the controlling stock on a 
small cash payment, the balance be- 
ing financed by the Van SWweringens 
through leans made at banks friendly 
with the New York Central. 

With this promising to start the 
Van Sweringens through other bank 
loans acquired controlling stock in a 
number of other railroads hoping to 


merger all of these roads into one sys- 
tem making financing easier. But the 
interstate commerce commission 
turned down all of the proposed mer- 
gers leaving the Van Sweringens with 
their railroad stocks and their bank 
loans and with money steadily working 
for higher. 

Realizing the existing market for 
investment trust shares the Van Swer- 
ingens started an investment trust of 
their own, forming a new company 
and sucessfully selling to the public 
this week bonds and stocks of the new 
investment trust with the railroad 
stocks held on credit deposited as col- 
lateral for the investment trust bonds 
and stock sold to the public. Wall 
street predicts that other large holders 
of stocks on credit will follow the Van 
Sweringens and thus get back their 
money with a profit and at the same 
time holding voting control of the stock 
originally purchased. From the view- 
point of a some personal stock market 
traders this is a sign of the times not 
liked.

Summarizing the above figures it 
is apparent that the growth of the 
textile industry south of the Mason 
and Dixon line can no longer be meas- 
ured in terms of new spindles added, 
but rather in the number of new 
plants established to produce a wider 
variety of products than who those 
which formerly characterized south- 
ern mill production. The building of 
plants to produce plain yarns nnd 
goods is on the wane, with a decided 
upward tendency in the building of 
mills to produce finer goods, including 
silks and rayons, and larger facilities 
for bleaching, dyeing and finishing 
purposes. 

The survey by the Textile Bulletin 
also shows to what extent the produc- 
tion of rayon yarns has increased. It 
is shown that the south, already the 
center of cotton textile production of 
the country, is now also the center 
of rayon production in the United 
States, and the world as well. It 
is estimated that rayon 
in the United States last year 
amounted to 90,501,250 pounds. Of 
this amount 68,000,000 pounds were 
produced in southern plants. - With 
the enormous expansion building pro- 
gram now under way it is believed 
that southern rayon production in 
1929 will reach 80.000,000 pounds. 
Practically all of the larger rayon 
companies are concentrating their 
building in the south.

AGRIGULTURAL HOURS: 
PLANNED FOR WEEK 


Federal Department To 
Stress Spring Planting 
in Programs. 


——— 


Since February is the month of 
preparation before the spring farm 
work gets fully underway, speakers 
in the United States department of 
agriculture’s noon hour network pro- 
eram, sent through WSB and a chain 
of 16 stations associated with the 
National Broadcasting company this 
week will stress preparations in vari- 
ous lines of farming. 

For tenants and land owners who 
are making new leases Dr. L. C. 
Gray, of the division of land econom- 
ies, will tell what the department 
economists have found in their studies 
as to proper lease forms and terms. 

Two members of the bureau of 
agricultural economics—H. M. Dixon, 
farm management extension specialist, 


land W. F. Callander, chairman of the 


federal crop reporting board—will ex- 
plain how the individual farmer may 
best make use of the agricultural out- 
look reports and of crop and live 
stock reports, respectively. 

Further information will come to 
listeners during the week on the need 
for permanent pastures and methods of 
seeding them, on the methods and re- 
sults of the Canadian wheat pools, on 
the past fortnight’s weather and the 
general reliability ef weather lore, on 
preparing horses for spring work, on 
the federal waterfowl censuses and 
on preparing to get a lawn started 
this spring.

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Duties of State Directors 


Defined in Committee’s Report 


The following is the report in full 
of the committee, composed of Mrs. 
A. P. Brantley, Mrs. W. E. Minier 


and Mrs. IL. B, Christy, as appointed 
by Mrs. Sivpel to define the duties 
of state directors. This report was 
accepted by the state directofs in 
session and by the entire board of di- 
rectors and officially adopted: 

1. The director's loyalty is due first 
to the General Federation of Wom- 
en's clubs whose representative she is, 
then to her own state federation on 
whose state board she acts as counsel- 
lor. Always, however, thé direetor 
should endeavor to make the inter- 
ests of the general federation and the 
state federation harmonize. 

2. The director should attend all 
board and annual meetings of her 
state and the general federation. She 
should study and weigh matters 


emanating from the general federa-* 


tion and then in close communication 
and cooperation with her state presi- 
dent present them to her state board, 
and if indorsed, through them to her 
state convention and elubs. She should 
also appear on county, district and 
state convention programs to pro- 
mote in her state the interest of the 
general federation. 

5. For the same reason a state di- 
rector should be allowed space in her 
state's official organ. 

4. It shall be the duty of the direc- 
tor to give publicity to the General 
Federation News in her state and to 
receive subscriptions for the same. 

Hh. One of the chief functions of a 
state director is to keep ever before 
the clubwomen of her own state fed- 
eration the closeness of their relation- 
ship to the great parent body—the 
general federation. The director should 
consider it her responsibility to com- 
municate the helpful ideas she gath- 
ers from her contact with the gen- 
eral Federation of Women's clubs to 
those state officers and chairmen in 
her own state, in whose field of en- 
deavor the ideas naturally fall. It is 
not always comprehended that. the 
individual club has two distinct and 
definite contacts with the national or- 


ganization. The first is through the 
state director. who represents her 
state federation on the executive board 
of the general federation. Through 
this contact it is possible for all ques- 
tions of policy to be brought back to 
her state federation board. 

The second contact is by delegates 
appointed by the individual club to 
represent it at the council and con- 
vention meetings of the general fed- 
eration. Making the individual club 
feel that it is an integral part of the 
national body is a major obligation 
of the state director who shall work 
unceasingly for universal membership 
in her state. And a state federation 
should feel that its director is its 
ambassador of good will at the coun- 
cils of the general federation and this 
responsibility rests largely on the di- 
rectors. 

6. The director should be consulted 
by state officials on important federa- 
tion matters involving the general 
federation, 


7. Notice of general federation ac- 
tivities in the states consisting of con- 
tests, special programs put on by gen- 
eral federation chairmen, etc., shall 
be given by the general federation to 
the state director as well as_ state 
president, and state chairmen in whose 
field the activity naturally falls. 


8. Each state directer shall keep 
a record of her activities during her 
term of office and at its close trans- 
mit same to her successor together 
with other valuable data accumulated. 

9. The director shall be the official 
medium of communication between 
the general federation and the state. 
She shall exert herself to promote in 
her respective state the interest of the 
general: federation, and shall bring 
before the state federation, district 
federations, and individual clubs in- 
formation pertaining to the general 
federation by bringing it into closer 
contact with the general federation. 
She shall perform such other duties 
as from time to time may be assigned 
her by the board’ of directors for in- 
creasing the efficiency of the federa- 
tion, 


Brunswick Clubwomen Make 
Pilgrimage to Historic St. Marys 


Thirty Brunswick clubwomen made 
a pilgrimage to the quaint little town 
of St. Marys Saturday, January 19, 
the following interesting account of 
which was written by Mrs. J. E. 
Lambright, president of the Woman's 
club, of Brunswick. They were met by 
Mrs. Townsend and Mrs. Yates, of 
the St. Marys club, and taken on a 
tour of the town. 

The first place of interest pointed 
out to the visitors was a small brick 
building which was a branch of the 
first bank in Georgia, the Bank of 
Darien. It is at present used as a 
Catholie church. “Orange Hall,” built 
early in 1800 by Dr. Pratt, VPresby- 
terian minister, and a true type of 
early colonial mansion, is one of the 
outstanding attractions of the town. 

There is an interesting tale sur- 
rounding the old Washington pump 
and tree. When “the father of his 
country” died in 1799, the citizens of 
St. Marys held a mock funeral. A flag- 


draped casket was towed up the St. 
Marys river to the Landing, and met 
there with solemn ceremony and con- 
ducted to the center of the town. Here 
the casket was buried with great pomp 
and ceremony, three trees were plant- 
ed and a well was dug. This well was 
used for many years by the péople, 
and although it was now abandoned, 
the old well and hollow pump shaft 
are still centers of historic interest. 
One of the three trees is also still liv- 
ing. 
Old Academy. ‘ 

Almost opposite the Washington 
pump stands the old Presbyterian 
church which was built over 150 years 
aco. In the basement of this church, 
the boys and girls went to school, and 
it was known as “The Old Academy.” 
Later a larger building was erected 
nearby which was called the “New 
Academy” and the school was trans- 
ferred to the new quarters. The New 
Academy was burned during the civil 
war, and the students returned to the 
basement of the old church again, and 


school was held there until about 30: 


years ago, when a new school was 
built. In this basement is a library 
and old church records of the com- 
munity which are of great value. 

An old frame house which is still 
occupied as a dwelling was pointed 
out as the house where Aaron Burr 
spent the night while on a trip to 
St. Marys, during his extile on St. 
Simons. 

Another old frame house pointed 
out was the birthplace of William 
G..MeAdoo’s mother, Mrs. Floyd. The 
Rudulph house was used as a Jookout 
during the war of 1912, beeduse of 
its commanding view of the river and 
is said to have a secret passage. Re- 
turning to the hotel (which has the 
very appropriate name of Riverview)

Outside the wall is a beautiful avenue 
of live oaks, standing like stately and 


ageless sentinels. All of the old fam- 


ily lots were enclosed by brick walls, 
four or five feet in height and having 
no entrance. A lovely rose pink lichen 
beautified many of these old walls. In 
these enclosures most of the graves 
were marked by flat marble slabs. So 
and worn with age were 
they that ‘t was difficult to read the 


|inseriptions, though the dates on most 
(of them were the latter part of 1700

and early in 1800. This cemetery is 
still_used by the people of St. Marys 
and has been in continuous service 
since 1780, 

Many of the inscriptions are in old 
English and a great many in French. 
Side by side are the graves of Mar- 
gurite Comeau of Accadie, who died 
in February. 1829, aged 80 years, and 
Joseph Desclonx. of Chasse de St. 
Domingue, aged 69—died 1826. The 


-ligion. 


of Acadie were forcibly removed from 
their home by the British and “scat- 
tered like dust and leaves, when the 
mighty blasts of October seize them 
and whirl them aloft and sprinkle 
them far o'er the ocean.” 

The Acadians, 

October 13, 1755, 10 vessels left 
Acadie earrying 960 unfortunates for 
interment in Georgia and South Caro- 
lina. Four hundred or more were 
consigned to the Georgia coast. A 
féw were dispersed in outlying vil- 
lages but the mass of the unwelcome 
arrivals remained in Savannah. Be- 
cause Roman Catholics were  pro- 
hibited in the English colonies, they 
were often orderetl to leave and set 
out in rough boats and on foot for 
other sections, Many were forced 
into domestic and farm service. Mr. 
Gamble states that “The Acadians 
formed nu part of the woof and warp 
of Georgia life—they were merely an 
incident of its varied early history. 
Blood and religion estranged them 
from those among whom they cast 
their lot from 1755 to 1763. The 
GeorgiagGazette reports the departure 
of a large number of these Acadians 
under date of August 25 and Decem- 
ber 22, 1763, for the French repub- 
lie of Haiti, where they could again 
dwell among theirr own race and re- 
Their peace in Haiti and 
Santo Domingo did not last long, for 
in 1791 an uprising of slaves killed 
nearly the entire white population. 
The only people who escaped fled on 
boats and returned again to America. 
A majority of the graves dated early 
in 1800 bear French names and the 
inscriptions are in French, which 
would indicate the retirn of many 
Acadians after the Haiti insurrec- 


tion. 
The Mission. 


The Santa Maria mission stands 
about four miles north of St. Marvs 
and is hidden in a dense thicket. It 
is built of tabby—is two stories high, 
about 70 feet wide and 150 feet long—

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the exact date it was built but it 
is generally believed by those who 
have made a study of the coast mis- 
sions to have been built around 1570. 
When St. Augustine was founded in 
1565—a line of missions was estab- 
lished along the coast as far north 
as St. Eleana (Port Royal, S. C.), 
Missions were also established at St. 
Catherine's island. St. Simons, Tolo- 
mato, Altama, Sapaloe, St. Marys and 
St. Johns, In 1587 Sir Francis Drake 
captured St. Eleana, and during the 
next 100 years the Spanish soldiers 
and missionaries were forced back- 
ward from one mission to the next 
until they were all withdrawn, and 
when Oglethorpe reached Georgia in 
1733 he found that these missions 
had long been abandoned. 

In Mary Ross’ booklet, “The Re- 
storation of the Spanish Missions In 
she tells of seven young 
Francisan missionaries arriving in St. 
Augustine from Spain in 1605 and be- 


‘ing stationed at the various missions 
‘along the coast. 


Indian School. 


An Englishman by the name of 
Dickinson was shipwrecked on the 
Florida coast in 1665 and under the 
protection of the Spaniards traveled 
north.

“Nellie Burget Miller, who wrote 
‘The Living Drama,’ “The Development 
of Dramfi,’ etc., says ‘Of all arts 
drama is the most closely related to 
life itself. We study drama because 
life there goes by us in review.’ Levi 
J. Burgess says that in drama ‘We 
see life as it is—as it was—or as it 
might have been.’ Then all which 1s 
truly depicted of life is drama, be it 
pleasing, high brow, or whatnot. But 
discrimination must be developed with 
its portrayal to produce art. 

“Everyone is playing a part on the 
stage of life it’s true, but we do not 
become actors or artists until we 
put ourselves in other’s shoes or paint 
the picture for all to see. This is a 
day of wonderful opportunity for the 
dramatic world to create a new and 
distinct technique through the youth 
of the land.

Significance of Silence. 
But I am convinced that the expe- 
riences of these great ones of life 
differ only by dramatic contrast, and 


by the magnitude of their influence 
upon the world from other men. °‘Ev- 
ery man who makes any worthwhile 
contribution to the life of the world, 
must first know what it means to 
go to the wilderness. Many a lofty 
aspiration, noble impulse, splendid en- 
thusiasm, is born out there in the 
great world, but it must be nurtured 
into effective strength in the silence 
of the wilderness. A noble resolu- 
tion is the beginning of a noble work, 
snd essential to its accomplishment, 
but it is only the beginning. Such 
resolutions are often formed in a 
great crowd, contagious with its sym- | 
pathy, and quickened into conscious- 
ness by the emphasis which a com- 
munity, for the time being, places 
upon some great idea. 

I am sure that in some such way 
God translates Himself into human 
life, saying, “Thou art my son.” But 
is it not also true, that such an ex- 
perience is followed by an impulse to 
leave the crowd, and go where one 
may search for the significance of 
that voice? Is it not as if He were 
saying, “I have a message for you, 
but you cannot hear it here. I have 
a song for you to sing, but you can- 
not learn it here. I have a_ build- 
ing for you to rear, but not here 
can you discern its plans and specifi- 
Come to the wilderness.” We 
know that there have been tragedies 
in the world when men have spoken 
without a message, sung without a 
song, and builded without a plan. 

Meaning of Temptation. 

But why to the wilderness to be 

tempted?. To be trained and devel- 


oped, one can understand, Because 
temptation means training and de- 


men. 


‘means an invitation to do wrong. That 


is only the negative half of a truth. 
An invitation to do right inevitably 
carries with it the alternative oppor- 
tunity to refuse the invitation. In 
proportion to the difficulty of the 
righteous accomplishment, with its 
accompanying sacrifice and suffering, 
will be the temptation to refuse. 

Indeed it is the opportunity to do 
that which is good, which creates the 
opportunity to do that which is wrong. 

must have a truth to tell, or I 
could utter no falsehood. A lie is 
not a form of words, nor need it be 
expressed in words at all, but a fail- 
ure to declare a truth. I must be 
given a trust before I can betray it. 
A school door must be open in hospi- 
tality, before there can be a truant. 
It is the choosing to do the right, in 
the presence of the opportunity not to 
do it, which makes character. It can 
be made in no other way. 


A Call to the Spirit. 
I am sure that all great tasks be- 
gin with some profound spiritual im- 
pression. In rare instances it reveals 


itself in a vision, or sounds. through 
the spirit like a voice. In the usual 
experiences of men, however, some 
truth or ideal convinces the mind and 
seizes the imagination, calling to the 
personality for admiration and devo- 
tion. But whatever may the form 
of this experience, it is heaven’s chal- 
lenge to the soul. The spirit surren- 
ders and all the impulses and faculties 
of enterprise and effort leap forward, 
saying, “Here am J, send me.” 


But ere such an experience can be- 
come potent and transforming in the 
life of the world, this heaven of the 
spirit must get itself translated into 
earthly terms. “The word must be- 
come flesh and blood,” and there must 
be a Bethlehem, where the divine be- 
comes human. There must be a wil- 
derness where the task is to be exam- 
ined in terms of its difficulties and 
sacrifices. It must be related to the 
circumstances of life, and proved 
whether it can assume the forms of 
the facts of one’s daily existence. 
There must be a place where a pur- 
pose must get itself wrought into a 
lan. 

To my mind, here is not only a 
challenge, but a message of hope to all 
Jesus walked this way. Not in 


some spectacular fiction, to dare men 
to the impossible. This is the only 
way to the triumph of character. 
When the physical cries out to be 
fed at the expense of the spiritual, 
there is but one overwhelming an- 
swer, “man cannot live by ~- bread 
alone.”” He is an animal, and there 
must be bread for the body. But he 
is infinitely more. He is a spirit, 
and may be nurtured by the divine 
spirit.

Their commanders have act- 
ed as military commanders are likely 
to act under such circumstances. The 
Chinese have been correspondingly ag- 
grieved. 

So far in the repeated attempts to 
arrive at some solution the Japanese 
have insisted upon an apology for 
the attack upon their people and 
guaranties against repetition before 
they will withdraw. The Chinese have 
been equally insistent that the Japan- 
ese should apologize and withdraw 
their troops before any treaty is made. 
Apologies are very important in the 
Far East—as they have been at such 
places as Vera Cruz. ; 

As in all her dealings with China 
Japan is caught betwen two fires. If 
she is overbearing and aggressive, she 
provokes a boycott of the Chinese and 
the market by which she lives is 
ruined. If she is conciliatory, she has 
no difficulty in convincing herself 
that the Chinese at once take advan- 
tage of her softened mood to overreach 
her. Negotiations carried on in ‘such 
an atmosphere are especially difficult. 
Yet the ultimate result can hardly be 
in doubt. own 


der her new rulers is certain. New 
treaties and tariff autonomy are a 
step ahead. 

The concentration of military pow- 
er under a civilian government will 
be a vastly greater one if it can be 
accomplished. But back of it all there 
lingers a still greater problem, which 
as yet has hardly been touched. 


China furnishes a terrible living 
laboratory where such truth as there 
is in Malthus’ theory of population 
is demonstrated upon human beings. 
The Chinese predilection for large 
families has filled the land to over- 
flowing. Long since has the food sup- 
ply become inadequate. Millions con- 
stantly face death by starvation. <A 
bad harvest, a crought, a flood, a 
period of military occupation and 
many of these millions must take the 
road to join their fathers. 

A combination of these blighting 
elements during the last year has 
spread destitution and suffering in 
China as it has seldom been spread be-- 
fore. Careful estimates place the num- 
ber of those at. present condemned to 
death by starvation at 12,000,000. 
sefore — the number will run 
close to 20,000,000. 

These people have eaten their farm 
animals. They have sold all their 
movable possessions. After these have 
gone, their house poles, the frame- 
work of their mud dwellings, the last 
asset of which despair disposes. The 
trees long since have been stripped of 
their edible bark to fill craving stom- 
achs. Helpless and almost hopeless 
these millions await the end. Only 
help from outside can save them. 

And this at the very dawn of 
China’s new day in which they might 
hope to find a new measure of hap-

Editor Constitution: May I, an 
ordinary mother and citizen, express 
an opinion in regard to so great and 
complex a problem as crime? Because 
I am a mother and because my heart 
bleeds so for the mothers of sons and 
daughters who have run amuck and 
brought suffering to themselves and 
others, and in order that I might so 
train my own children that a similar 
fate will never befall them, I have 
spent some eight or ten years in the 
study of human behavior, embracing 
many types of psychology, philosophy 
and biology. The fact seems self-evi- 
dent to me that all crime is mental 
Anti-social or criminal im- 
pulse is insanity. If the public would 
only understand and acknowledge the 
simple fact that a normal person does 
not commit crime and would insist 
upon treatment for every individual 
the first indication of abnormal 
impulse, lack of self-eontrol or morbid 
state of mind, there would be less 
crime. 

Public opinion tries the criminal. 
He will continue to be dealt with just 
as wisely and as justly as the public 
is wise and just. But the average 
citizen or even the public official does 
not have the time nor the inclination 
to spend many years in the study of 
psychology. Then why not trust the 
judgment of those who have special- 
ized in this line? 

A few days ago I read that an or- 
ganization was being perfected for 
the purpose of getting legislation 
passed which would place all cases de- 
manding the decision of an alienist 
in the hands of a group of psychia- 
trists whose opinion would be final. 
This is a wonderful step forward. 
May it have all possible support. 

The objection arises, “What if we 
acknowledge that punishment does not 
atone, nor does it deter, and that 
crime is mental disorder? What are 
we to do with the criminal? The cost 
of treatment would be prohibitive.” 
No more than the cost of courts and 
prisons and with the decrease of crime 
would come decrease in cost.

“Let things stay as they are. They «do 
not affect me. There would be big 
problems to solve. The public would

Orderly Saves Diary. 

I am indebted to my orderly, Pri- 
vate Forcier, of Xall River, 
for recovering the diary and keeping it 
until I rejoined my company 
in the Argonne.

Argonne sector.

When on Sunday night, more 
a month ago.

Red flashes here and there added 
blackness to the piteh dark night.

It was with difficulty I made 
every man put on his gas mask, for 
gas did not spread instantly and 

thenught there was none about.

For- 
tuniately he had obeyed orders and 
had his mask on. I will never under- 
<tand how 64 men crowded into the 
small eggshell masquerading as a duz- 
out.

I understand some of 
our officers are advocates. of the the- 
ory that velume of fire to stop more- 
ment of troops will win this, or for 
that matter. any war. But 1 am econ- 
vineed that Hindenburg's hordes are 
fanatics on the theory of accuracy of 
to produce losses. This conclu- 
sfon is the resnit of three hours and 
fifty minutes’ of minute observation. 

When I hed safely stored every man 
in the eggshell. I got down in the 
dugout but could not move away from 
the foot of the steps. I could hear 
the deep, gutteral roar of the enemy 
cannon far off in the distance, and 
with it came the awful moaning whis- 
tle peculiar to gas shells. Sometimes 
I had mo time te wonder “Where Will 
That One Land?’ for those that come 
near give no warning. The moan of 
its flight is drowned in the bang of 
its explosion.

Terrible Gun Fire. 


That distant rumble came again, 
and the wailing saints of hell rent the 
air again! There was a_ terrible 
crash in the midst of us and I had!

No one needed a flashlight 
to mark its entrance. This time every 
must have been ranged to strate 
us. Not less than 75 shells fell with- 
in a OO-yard square around us. He 
was using some high explosive and 
shrapnel, too. Evidently he had play- 
ei for us to come out of our dugout. 
He was too damned wise. Maybe we 
were dumb. Fortunately, he did not 
make a direct hit with his H. E., or 
we would have been buried. Our 
dugout would not have stood it. Two 
or three gas shells did find us. For 
almost another two hours he kept up! 
imloors wondering whether we would 
see the sun rise, 

But the awful things 1n life, like the 
best, come to an end. Hetween 4 
and 3 o'clock the last boch shell came | 
over. Having come too near to being 
eaught by his shrapnel the first time 
his firing ceased, 1 waited about ten 
minutes before venturing out of our 
mite of protection. Gas masks were 
promoting headaches by the seore and 
men were hecoming sick from their 
own slobbering. They welcomed fresh | 
air, too, even that breathed through a 
box respirator. Some of them would 
have peeled their mask off immediate- 
ly had not Webster and I kept eon-' 
stant check on them. Since no one} 
had died they seemed to believe mus- 
tard gas harmless. (thers remarked | 
that their masks were pronounced good | 
for 72 hours and they would wear out | 
theirs if they remained in that area. |

out I had sent runners to battalion | 
headquarters to advise that I intended 
to evacuate my position. | wanted ' 
to know where | should go.

The author also gives us interesting 
events in connection with the political 
and religious history of Georgia. and 
during the civil war we see the pass- 
ing away of the Old South. 

Dr. Coulter has done an excellent 
work which demanded a patient and 


discriminating investigation of histor- 


ical records. The author is far 
enough from some of the past issues 
in the state and in the university to 
preserve the impartial mind. 

The entire volume has a freshness 
and fascination and is irrradiated with 
the author's appreciation of humor. 

The sly humor creeps in even in 
the description of the religious situa- 
tron in Georgia in former days. The 
University and all its official doings 
had a distinctly religious flavor. much 
beyond what could be found in a twen- 
tieth century state university.

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Prominent Patent 
Attorneys Explain 
Crampton Bill 


Editor Constitution: With refer. 
ence to your criticism of the Cramp- 
ton bill, now before congress, I am 
familiar with: that measure; in fact, 
very vigorously one of the 
provisions of this bill and a reference 
to my letter on this subject will be 
found in the committee's report. 

The Constitution assumes that the 
function of the Crampton bill is to 
limit practice before the patent of- 
fice to registered attorneys. That is 
not the case at al). 

ludependently of the Crampton bill 
and for approximately the past 30 
years the patent office has had its 
own registry of attorneys and has re- 
fused to permit to practice before. it 
in the eapacity of attorneys those 
who were not registered. The Cramp- 
ton bill, therefore, introduces nothing 
new in this respect. One might just 
as well condemn the courts for re- 
fusing to recognize as attorneys those 
who are not members of their bar 
as to visit like condemnation on the 
patent office for refusing to recog- 
nize those who are not listed in its 
register, 

Of one thing you may rest assured, 
namely, that those who cannot pass 
the registration requirements of the 
patent office are not worthy or quali- 
fied for practice before that office. 

The Crampten bill, among other 
things, is essentially aimed at the 
abuses which have followed the use 
of the term “patent attorney” or its 
equivalent, by men who are not recog- 
nized as attorneys. 

Patent practitioners fall under two 
Classifications, First, those who are 
not members of the bar, but whose 
technical and scientific attainments 
are sufficient to enable them to he 
recognized by the patent office for 
the purpose of prosecuting patent ap- 
plications. Second, those who are 
members of the bar and who practice

_before the courts in the prosecution 


ard defense of infringement shits and 
otherwise exercise the function of 
lawyers in the particular field of pat- 
ent law. Members of the latter group 
are generally known as “patent law- 
vers.” Members of the first group 
from time immemorial have adopted 
the designation “patent attorneys” and 
this designation does not mean that 
they are members of the bar: their 
status in patent application work, in 
those cases where such individuals 
are not members of the bar, is mere 
ly that of attorneys-in-fact. 

Under this anomalous designation 
“patent attorneys” unscrupulous in- 
dividuals, not members of the bar, 
have held themselves out to be mem- 
bers of the bar and have otherwise 
permitted or encouraged the impres- 
sion that they are qualified lawyers 
in good standing. Thereby many vi- 
cious frauds have been perpetrated. 
The object of the Crampton bill is not 
to shut off from admission to the 
patent office register any individuals 
who may have the requisite qualifica- 
tions to practice as attorneys-in-fact 
in the prosecution of patent applica- 
it is simply to prevent such 


bar from 
holding themselves out as such. It, 
therefore, forbids the use in the fu- 
ture of such designations as “patent 
“patent counselor” and a

ated and which might further the im- 
pression that these individuals are 
qualified lawyers. 

A number of very vicious and cost- 
ly frauds have been perpetrated on 
people who could least afford to be 
victimized and such frauds were 
carried out by the aid of the repre- 
sentation or impression that the mere 
attorney-in-fact was a duly qualified 
lawyer in good standing. 

The Crampton bill is a very worthy 
piece of legislation and has the back- 
ing and indorsement of all the respon- 
sible legal organizations as well as 
personal indorsement- of a num- 
ber of lawyers whose high standing 
and integrity are well known. This 
bill has heen indorsed, among others, 
by the American Bar association and 
the American Patent Law associa- 
tion. These indorsements were based 
on a thorough familarity with the 


‘contents of the bill. with its objects 


and with the vicious results of some 
of the practices which the bill is de- 


i signed to correct. 


Granting that among some of the 
patent atforners” there 
have been fakers and charlatans it: 
does not follow that the cure for this 
is to let down the bars, abolish the 
register and permit any individual, re- 
gardless of his qualifications, to hold 
himself out as competent to practice 
in patent matters as one might infer,

Makes Appeal 


Mrs. J. A. McCrary, director of 
Home and Foreign Libraries for the 
Georgia division, U. D. C., makes the 
following appeal to the members of 
the division: 


“Your division director of Home and 
Foreign Libraries feels the responsi- 
bility of trying to carry out the sug- 
gestion made to us by our chairman 
general, Miss Hanna, that we lend 
our efforts to assist Emory university 
in securing whatever southern mate- 
rial is available, thus enabling them 
to enlarge their library sufficiently 
to confer the Ph. D. degree in his- 
tory. 

“Much of this source material is 
now out of print. A little of it can 
be found from time to time in the 
second-hand book stores as some old 
library is being sold, Occasionally, 
in out of the way places, a rare old 
volume is discovered and can be pur- 
chased. Most of us have one or two 
cherished pieces of southern literature 
among our own collection which could 
be used by many more and to better 
advantage in the university if we 
could get our consent to give them 
up. 

“Your chairman wishes to urge us 
to search our home libraries, our 
neighborhoods and our counties in 
an earnest endeavor to contribute 
something of real value this year 
which will give this school an impetus 
to go forward as never before in this 
work. This responsibility belongs to 
the Daughters of the Confederacy. It 
1s our problem and it should be our 
great desire and our joy to see that 
every bit of source material on Con- 
federate history—every rare, out of 
print book—every piece of manuscript 
tucked away in the attics and trunks 
and hook cases of southern families 
be placed where it can be used to re- 
fute the wrong teachings of the pre- 
vious years or the indifferent atti- 
tude resultant upon poorly written 
textbooks on almost every phase of 
the subject of the war between the 
stytes, or of the Confederate govern- 
ment. 

“Emory university history depart- 
ment is eagerly seizing every oppor- 
tunity where it can. But we can 
help immensely, and they are eager 
for us to do so. It would have been 
the delight of our own Miss Milly's 
heart to see this effort sneceed: it 


was her life work,"the very heart of 
Ther to have the ‘wrongs of history 
righted’—and for her sake, if fer no 
other, let’s make it ours.

Chairman of Historic Spots 
Issues Rules of Importance 


Mrs. Robert J. Travis, state chair- 
man of the committee on preserva- 
tion of histofic spots, D. A. R., issues 
the following letter to regents and 
enapter chairmen: in regard to the 
work of her committee. 

“The work of the committee on the 
preservation of historic spots of this 
year is threefold; the locating, pres- 
ervation and marking of historic 
spots: the conducting of the “Most 
Historie. Spot Contest,” and the col- 
lectin, compiling, and editing of the 
National Guide to Historic Spots.” 
Your chairman wants a complete list 
of all historic spots, marked and un- 
marked, in the state. The entire his- 
torical period of Ahe state should be 
covered. Complete but brief, descrip- 
tions should he given. Sources of all 
information must be given. Pictures 
of very important and outstanding 
historical places—-pictures should be 
very good drawings or very clear pho- 
tographs. Three copies of material are 
requested, one for state chairman and 
two for national chairman. Bond pa- 
per, size 8 1-2 by 11 inches, should 
be used, and material typed. 

“Historic spots must be classified 
and -listed under each village, city or 
county, according to the following 
classification: 1, Early settlements; 2, 
Where first government formed: 3, 
Where treaties were signed: 4, Birth- 


places of noted people; 5, Homes of 
noted people; 6, Battlefields; Old 
forts; 8, Where noted leaders had 


headquarters or fell; 9, Educational; 
10, Religious; 11, Monuments; 12, 
Old trails; 13, Miscellaneous. 


“Please send your yearly report to 
me as soon as possible as the report 
of this committee must be sent to the 
national chairman by March 1. Be 
sure and send $2 to the state treas- 
urer for marking historic spots, as 
we have a number of requests for help. 
Get your chapter to vote on the most 
historie spot in Georgia, and instruct 
your delegate to the state conference 
how to vote.”

D: A. R: President General Sends 
Timely Message to Chapters 


Mrs. Alfred Brosseau, president 
general of D. A. R., sends the fol- 
lowing timely message to the chapters: 
“The intervening weeks between Feb- 
ruary 1 and April 15, when the thirty- 
eighth Continental Congress convenes, 
bring many responsibilities to the chap- 


ters and their officers. One of the 
most important is the selection and 
election of delegates and alternates. 
Chapters entitled to one or more dele- 
gates should pick with care the wom- 
en who are of a certainty to represent 
them. The first consideration is 
whether they will take the responsi- 
bility of representation seriously and 
will attend the sessions with regular- 
ity. That means promptness and sin- 
cere, imtelligent participation in the 
important deliberations. It also means 
a possible sacrifice, for the nation’s 
capital are manifold and, to the in- 
frequent visitor, are ofteéh quite ir- 
resistible. The alternates should be 
carefully chosen and not selected at 
random, merely for the sake of filling 
up the credential blanks. There must 
be a reasonable assurance from the 
alternates themselves that they ex- 
pect to attend congress or at least, 
that they will go if required to take 
the delegates places. The function of 
the alternate is to stand ready to fill 
the depleted ranks and the responsi- 
bility should not be minimized. 


Of necessity there are weighty de- 
tails in connection with chapter repre- 
sentation at Continental Congress; and 
it devolves upon the regent and treas- 
urer to see that instructions from the 
credential committee are complied 
with. First, be sure that the creden- 
tial blanks are filled out properly, 
signed, and returned to Washington 
immediately after the election takes 
place, whether the chapter expects to 
send representativs or not. Many 
blanks are returned to headquarters 
unsigned, thereby causing much extra 
work for the credential staff. Send 
promptly for additional cards with 
which to supply members attending 


congress so they may have these cards 
in hand when they come to register. 
Remember also that every communica- 


tion in the credential envelope is vital 
and has some distinct connection with 
Continental Congress or the ‘work of 
the national society. 

Ascertain for a certainty that all 
chapter dues are in the hands of the 
treasurer general no later than Feb- 
ruary first and that state dues are 
promptly remitted to the state treas- 
nrer. In short, be assured that every 
financial obligation is discharged be- 
fore you allow delegates or alternates 
to present their credentials at con- 
gress. Representatives must be sup- 
plied with proper identification pa- 
pers as required under credential rul- 
ings. Those rulings and the national 
by-laws ought to be carefully studied 
and every delegate and _ alternate 
should be familiar with both. Lack 
of obvious information often causes 
untold embarrassment and cruel disap- 
pointment to chapter representatives 
who in good faith appear before the 
credential committee at Continental 
Congress. Upon those who are but 
dutifully carrying out national rulings, 
unjust censure is often heaped and 
bitter feeling ensues. All of this is 
unnecessary if those concerned will 
only familiarize themselves with the 
requirements. 

In closing, I beg of you, dear mad- 
am chapter regent, to urge your mem- 
bers to attend congress as delegates, 
alternates and _ visiting daughters. 
What they gain in knowledge and. in- 
spiration they will give out to their fel- 
low members and you will receive im- 
measureable aid in your efforts to con- 
vey the national spirit to your chapter. 
It is the recognition and conscientious 
discharge of individual responsibility 
that alone assures the successful and 
proper conduct of affairs at congress. 
Every loyal daughter desires harmony 
and constructive accomplishments, 
May each badge be a solemn pledge 
to adherence to the high ideals and 
purposes of our society.

Washington: “It was in a quiet, 
rural neighborhood where the farm- 
houses were quaint and antiquated. 
A part only of the manor house re- 
mained, and was inhabited by a 
farmer. ‘The Washington crest, in col- 
ored glass, was to be seen in a win- 
dow of what was now the buttery. 
Another relic of the ancient manor 
of the Washingtons was a_ rookery 
in a venerable grove near by. The 
rooks, those staunch adherents to old 
family abodés,; still hovered and caw- 
ed about their hereditary nests. In 
the pavement of the parish church we 
were shown a-stone slab bearing ef- 
figies on plates of brass of Lawrence 
Washington, Gentleman, and Aimee, 
his wife, and their four sons and 
seven daughters. The inscription in 
black letter was dated 1654.” 

At that time Sulgrave was far more 
inaccessible than it is today. For 
many years it was completely isolat- 
ed because in the beginning of the 
railroad movement in Great Britain, 
Northampton, which is the largest 
town near Sulgrave parish, objected 
to having the railroad brought near 
its own environs for, so its worthy 
fathers offered, “it would obstruct 
the water courses and make the shapes 
of the fields awkward!” Accordingly 
Northampton with all of its neighbor- 
ing towns was left off the main line 
from London to the north. And few 
travelers during the past century 
found their way to the Washington 
manor house. 

Twenty-five or 30 years after Irv- 
ing’s visit, Albert Welles, another 
biographer of Washington, visited Sul- 
grave manor. He found the rooks 
still there in the old elms drooping 
at the left of the manor house just

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uch Is a Dollar? 
BY IRVING FISHER 
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Tiuctuating general price levels the “Money 
Hiusion.” It is the money unit which varies 
in purchasing power, from being too plen-— 
tiful or too scarce. This has an infinitely 
greater effect on price ieveis than the -'ight 
variation in the general supply of all com- 
modities which occurs (taken in ratio to 
normally increasing population). 

‘This illusion, or wrong diagnosis, is prac- 
tically universal, and one curious character- 
istic of it is that the people of one country 
wil] diagnose the cause of price fluctuation 
correctly in regard to other countries, but 
entirely fail to do so in respect to their 
own; either regarding a contemporary pe- 
riod, or any other period. 

This is well illustrated by the case of an 
American worhan who owed money on a 
mortgage in Germany before the world war. 
After the war she visited Germany, intend- 
ing to pay the mortgage. She had always 
theugh of it as a debt of $7,000. It was 
legally a debt of 28,000 marks. She went 
to the banker who had the matter in charge 
and said: “Il want to pay that mortgage of 
$7,000." He replied: “The amount is 28,- 
000 marks; that sum today is about $250.” 
She said: “Oh! I am not going to take ad- 
vantage of the fall of the mark. I insist 
upon paying the $7,000.” 

The banker showed that legally this was 
not necessary, and he could not understand 
her scruples. As a matter of fact, however, 
she herself failed to take account of a cer- 
responding, though lesser, change in the 
dollar. She was thinking in terms of Amer- 
ican dollars, just as the banker was thinking 
in terms of German marks. She insisted on 
paying $7,000 instead of paying $250, but 
she would have rebelled if she had been told 
that the dollar also had fallen, that the 
equivalent in buying power of the original 
debt was not $7,000, but $12,000, and that 
she ought, therefore, to pay $12,000! Then 
she would not have seen the point! | 

Thus, we Americans, are no exception in 
regard to the ‘‘Money Hlusion.” An Ameri- 
can is quite lost if he tries to think of the 
doliar af varying. He cannot easily think of 
anything by which to measure it. Even 
with our gold standard we have a dollar 
fluctuating in buying power. Yet we think 
it fixed. It is fixed only in the sense that 
it is redeemable in a fixed number of grains 
of gold. It is not fixed in the amount of 
goods and benefits it can command. 

In 1925, when the stock market appeared 
te be unnaturally high, Secretary Mellon 
pointed out that, if the depreciated dollar 
were taken into account, prices of siocks 
were actually less than they had been before 
the war. A depreciated dollar tends to raise 
prices of commodities and property in gen- 
eral and stocks representing shares in prop- 
erty. 


Mr. James H. Rand, Jr., now president of 
Remington, Rand, Inc., previously had 
pointed out the same fact. He bad kept 
twe sets of accousts from time to time, one 
in actual prices, the other translated into 
such prices as would have prevailed if the 
@oliar had remained stable in buying power. 
He did this to make sure that he was not 
being victimized by ynstable money. With- 
@ut such a translation into actual buying 
power, we are all likely to deceive ourselves. 

In 1919, which was in a period of infle- 
tion, a leading banker learned, for the first 
time, of translating accounts into stable 
dollar values. Then he remarked: ‘| have 
been boasting about how my bank bas ex- 
panded its deposits and loans. But, when 
I take into account the depreciated doar, 
I am doing only about the same business as 
before the war, at twice the old level of 
prices. The expansion of which | have been 
boasting has been an illusion.” 


Apply the idea of the unstable dellar to 
your own case. Suppose that you received 
before the war a dividend of four dollars a 
share and are now receiving five dollars a 
share. Perhaps you cherish the idea that 
your dividend is now 25 per cent more than 
it used to be. But when you consider what 
your dividend dollar will buy you will find 
that the real return to you is actually 123 
per cent less! 

Work it out and see. The dollar of to- 
day, as compared with the dollar of 1913, 
is worth about seventy pre-war cents. 

Our fixed-weight dollar, of approximately 
one-twentieth of an ounee of gold, is as 


poor a substitute for a really stable dollar as 


would be a fixed number of eggs. lf we 


were to define a dollar as a dozen eggs, the 
price of eggs would necessarily and always 


be a dollar a dozen. Nevertheless, the sup- 
ply and demand of eggs would keep on 
working. For instance, if the hens failed to 
lay, the price of eggs would not rise, but 
the price of almost everything else would 
fall. One egg would buy more than ever 
before. Yet, because of the ‘‘Money Ith- 
sion,” we would not even suspect the hens 
of causing low prices and hard times. 


In what sense, then, should a dollar be 
fixed if not in weight? Evidently in byy- 
ing power. We use a dollar as a unit of 
value, or buying power, not as a unit of 
weight. it is a unit of weight. never used 
for weighing; 23.22 grains of gold is a dol- 
las, and even then, while the grain means 
weight to us, the dollar does not. 
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Wke other units of measure, are far from 
constant. 

How can we tell when a change occurs 
and by how much? How can we measure 
our money in terms of real value? 

The answer is by means of index num- 
bers, which, speaking broadly, are figures 
which show the average percentage change 
in the prices of a number of representative 
goods from one point of time to another. 

For example, supposing that in 1913 a 
dollar would have purchased certain quan- 
tities of representative goods and that in 
1919 a similar quantity of thé same goods 
would have cost two dollars, then the index 
number of commodity prices in 1919 would 
have been twice that of 1913, and if we take 
100 as the index number of 1913 that of 
1919 would have been 200. This is about 
what actually occurred between these dates. 
This can be expressed in two ways. We 
may say that the price index was doubled

Fluctuations in the purchasing power of 
the doHar, except when they become most 
violent, as between, say, 1915 and 1920, 
often pass almost unnoticed. Even the most 
violent fluctuations have been forgotten 
after a few years of comparative stability 
without any great effort having been made 
to prevent their recurrence. The following 
shows the fluctuations in the wholesale buy- 
ing power of the dollar, in 1913 cents, dur- 
ing the last fifty years, in five-year periods: 
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The fact that the purchasing power of 
the 1913 dollar. varied between forty-four 
cents and $1.43 is a far worse handicap to 
business im general than a standard yard, 
pound avoirdupois or kilowatt which might 
shrink or expand over threefold, and it 
works far greater injustices, because money 
is the one thing that almost 
deals in. 


every one 

The question naturally arises, why does 
money change thus in its purchasing pow- 
er? The answer is, to put it broadly, in- 
flation or deflation. 

The term money, as used here, is of three 
principal sorts: First, gold, into which all 
other money is convertible as long as the 
full gold standard is maintained; 
paper third, bank deposits—the 
last, of course, being by far the most im- 
portant. In practically every commodity or 
service transaction money of one of these 
descriptions flows from buyer to seller and 
goods or service from seller to buyer. 

lf the circulation of money and the circu- 
lation of goods should keep going on at 
the same even pace, year after year, there 
could be no change in the general level of 
prices. There could be no change if these 
two streams were both to grow greater or 
less at the same rate—but they do not. The 
circulation of goods increases year by year, 
fairly steady, but the circulation of money 
usually mecreases unsteadily and often de- 
creases. Whatever happens, as far as the 
price level is concerned, the only important 
fact is the relation between these two cir- 
culations.

if the circulation of money increases 
relatively to the circulation of goods the 
price level will rise; if the circulation of 
money decreases relatively to the circula- 
tion of goods the price level will fall. That 
is t@ say, the general level of prices is raised 
or lowered (which means the purchasing 
power of the dollar is lowered or raised) by 
the circulation ef money outrunning that of 
goods or the reverse. 

When there is a comparative oversupply 
of commodities and a comparative under- 
supply of dollars commedities are cheap. 
When there is a comparative oversupply of 
dollars and a comparative undersupply of 
commodities dollars are cheap. 

The human significance of money is 
usually, first, income, and, second, what 
that income will buy. Real income is the 
product of the number of dollars’ income 
and the purchasing power of one dollar. 
Real income is of supreme economic impor- 
tance to the average person, and real in- 
come per capita is the chief economic fact 
In any country. 

Hf the flow and the flow of 
money in a country are both put on a per 
capita basis the changes from time to time 
in each will show the true cause of a rise or 
fall in prices. For instance, if the flow of 
capita remains the same, any 
change in price levels is entitely due to a 
change in the flow of money! if the flow of 
money per capita remains the same any 
change in price levels is entirely due to a 
change in the flow of goods! if both flows 
per capita change both are responsible in 
proportion to their respective changes.

Defla- 
tion, on the other hand, may be caused by 
the exhaustion of gold mines, government 
action in reducing the volume of money in 
circulation, or by the restriction of credit 
by banks and so on. 

As we have seen, fluctuations in the cost 
of living are mainly due to a famine or feast 
in money. (This is contrary to the general 
belief that low prices are due chiefly to an 
abundance of goods, and vice versa.) In 
other words, changes in price levels are 
principally caused by inflation or deflation. 

This is a most important conclusion, and 
its recognition changes the whole aspect of 
fluctuating price levels. For example, a 
high cost of living, if caused by a real short- 
age of goods, would mean general impover- 
ishment. If, on the other hand, it comes 
from monetary inflation it does not neces- 


Another pofnt fs that, from fts nature, 
this evil cannot, with few exceptions, be 
guarded against. Think of the monstrous 
injustice of our unstable dollar. For exam- 
ple, when inflation occurs, prices rise, all 
creditors lose, all debtors gain. It is social 
injustice. 

Extreme examples are the clearest. The 


story is told of a famous German professor 


who had made a small fortune from his 
books. He had this mon& invested in good 
bonds. At the end of the inflation period 
his whole fortune, the savings of a lifetime 
of hard work, would not buy a postage 
stamp. He was ruined, not because the 
promise to pay had not been fulfilled, not 
because goods became scarce, not because 
his judgment was bad, but because inflation 
had depreciated the mark almost to zero. 
An American workingman deposted $100 
in a savings bank in 1896. In 1920 this,

No problem is of greater human interest 
than unemployment.

Thus, 
unstable money is the indirect cause of the 
resulting labor unrest, strikes and, in some 
cases, revolutionary activities.

MUST HAVE «good detective 
stories,’ said Secretary Kellogg, as 
he boarded the Leviathan, home- 
ward bound from his peace tri- 
umphs in Paris. What would have hap- 
pened if there had been no good detective 
stories on board the ship, one trembles to 
think. 


It is a national tradition that every man 
of affairs—political affairs, at least—re- 
laxes his mind by devouring the latest 
mystery thrillers. Presidents, diplomats, 
and even members of the state legislature 
seek relief from the cares of office by puz- 
zling over the disappearance of Mrs. De 
Pliyster’s diamond necklace. As soon as 
the day’s work is over, they demand the 
sleuth, the old sleuth, and nothing but the 
sleuth. Some of them may no5t enjoy read- 
ing these expanded “‘movie” scenarios, but 
they feel obliged to live up to the tra- 
dition. ) 

In most cases the fondness. of peaceful, 
law-abiding citizens for tales of crime and 
violence is genuine. A mere child-psychol- 
ogist could explain it. It dates back to 
the days of the woodshed, when the home- 
spun breeches of future statesmen were 
warmed by irate parents who disapproved 
of Beadle & Adams’ ten-cent classics.

He talked con- 
vincingly, but he never had the heart to 
charge a client a suitable fee. He under- 
charged, overworked, overdrank, and 
neglected collections. 

One day Lawyer North walked out of 
his office and down to the dock, where he 
Shipped as a cook aboard a newly built 
Sloop. 45 

From that day forward, North’s destiny 
seemed to shape itself for the sea, try how 
he would to get back to the land. He 
moved from one boat to another, and served 
in almost every imaginable capacity aboard 
every type of vessel then afloat. Three 
times he was impressed by British warships, 
for he was a British subject. In each case 
he ran away. 

Once he was caught just as he was 
poised for a dive overboard from the stern 
of a warship that had impressed him into 
Service. He was soundly beaten, and put 
to scrubbing the deck. As soon as he was 
near the stern again, he made his deferred 
dive, and the salt water in his raw flesh 
wound made him swim rapidly. He gained 
the shore that time, but before another 
night came around he had shipped aboard 
a merchantman. 

As Sailor, supercargo, quartermaster and 
mate, North served aboard merchantmen, 
privateers and men-of-war under the British, 
French and Spanish flags, before he seri- 
Ously contemplated becoming a pirate. He 
went into privateering because he thought 
the profits from this occupation should 
very soon supply him with enough money 
to buy a semi-tropical plantation and set- 
tle down for life. 

But the enemies of Great Britain were 
few aid inconstant. British ship-owners 
had a way of putting in a claim for every 
Ship captured as a prize. North would risk 
his life a dozen times capturing a fine 
French merchantman. When it was safely 
in tow, North and the other heroes of the 


battle would spend the night computing ° 


their probable profits. The prize would be 


towed to a port in Bermuda or Barbadoes, 
a 


and offered for sale. Just then some canny 
British firm would put in a claim for the 
ship, claiming it belonged to them and had 
been stolen by the French. The laws pro- 
vided that in such cases, when the claim 
had been properly approved, the owners 
Should get one-half of the proceeds of the 
Sale of the prize. This would cut down 
the share of éach man who had fought and 
bled for the prize, and there would be con- 
Siderable drunken discouragement mani- 
fested by the victorious but defeated crew. 


This happened so often that North, who 
was no fool, decided there was something 
very peculiar about it. He shipped aboard 
a Spanish privateer, and had better luck in 
the selling of prizes and collecting of prize 
money, but hardly any luck in capturing 
vessels to sell. He was a fearless fighter, 
although he didn’t like fighting. 


“Vll fight,” he told the Spanish captain, 
“so aS to take the ship away from _ its 
owners, in the hope that 1 may get enough 
money to go farming. I don’t consider it 
honorable or easy, but it’s both more hon- 
Orable and more easy than the practice of 
law, so I’m with you to the finish.” 


The Spaniards liked this scholarly fight- 
ing Bermudian, and were sad indeed when 
he left their service for a cruise aboard a 
French privateer. This adventure proved 
unprofitable and unpleasant, since North 
didn’t like the French, spoke their language 
but haltingly, and loathed their food. He 
fought well for them, but profited little. 

Going back into Spanish service, North 
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the affair to be one of mistaken identity. 
But North was firm. The king must hang 
at the yardarm, for the greater security of 
white trader—unless, indeed. His majesty 
could produce a very large ransom, and 
that right quickly.

Commanding a small Dutch vessel nom-

became captain of a small vessel in pri- 
vateering warfare. His enemies now were 
the French. 

‘‘A lawyer takes his clients where he can 
get them,”’ North explained to his friends. 
“The Spaniards are my clients now, and I'll 
argue their case against my late employers, 
the French. If there’s nothing wrong with 
such procedure in the law, I'm Sure it can’t 
be wrong in War.’ 

But prizes were few, and North made his 
way to Madagascar, where pirates were 
doing well. He wa eriously considering 
a piratical cruise, to take all flags, for the 
Sake of the plantation he hoped to set up 
Soon, 

At the Island of Johanna, Norsth perpe- 
trated his first grim joke upon the laws of 
civilized nations. He invited the black king 
aboard his vessel, had him arrested on a 
charge of poisoning white traders, and 
threatened him with summary execution. 

The king and his retainers were amazed 
at this outrageous treatment, and believed

thoroughgoing pirate, Captain North ran 
into a terrible storm near Madagascar. The 
vessel was wrecked, and all hands were 
lost except North and one black woman, 
whom North, swimming about among the 
wreckage, rescued and placed upon the bot- 
tom of an overturned boat. 

North now set out to swim for land, and 
made the beach after a swim of twelve 
miles. He landed in an exhausted. condi- 
tion, and faced additional difficulty by rea- 
The blacks mistook 
him for an evil spirit of the sea, and re-

fused to come near him, until one negro 
woman who had lived in a town where there 
were many whites, came forward and at- 
sured her. countrymen that the supposed 
monster was merely a harmless foreigner in 
distress. North then had the unpleasant 
task of w alking fourteen miles through the 
brush to a black village, where he was 
givea food and succor. 

From this village, where he stayed until 
he was 


thoroughly recuperated, North 


walked to a port whence he could com- 
municate with shipowners. Within a year 
he found himself once more in command 
of a pirate ship, a mixed and murderous 
crew under him, and plenty of excitement 
ahead. 

Two years of successful piracy in African 
and Mediterranean waters brought North 
the ‘‘nestege”’ he had been working for. He 
wanted to settle down, but his restless crew 
was a problem. 

He headed for the friendly Madagascar 
village that had befriended him when he 
was shipwrecked and naked. On the way 
he took a Moorish ship, sank it, and took 
its crew aboard as prisoners. 

Anchored in the bay beside the pleasant 
village, which he had named Friendly, North 
went ashore with his crew for “a week of 
relaxation.”” He left the Moorish prisoners 
on the vessel unguarded and secretly told 
the captain of the Moors that he had better 
steal away with the ship during the night, 
since his (North's) crew was determined 
to slay every man of them. This was 
North's strategy, by which he hoped to be 
rid of seafaring fovever. He took his gold 
and silver treasure ashore, and sufficient 
supplies ‘‘to make the week's Stay jolly,” 
as he told his men, 

The Moors played their part. After mid- 
night they slipped the cable and quietly 
made sail for the open sea. In the morn- 
ing the ship was gone, and North feigned 
great indignation and horror, but not 
despair. 

He established a little absolute monarchy, 
with himself as monarch, his crew and such 
women as cared to join them as subjects, 
and the black town of Friendly as ally. 

Now at length, at the age of forty-nine, 
Nathanial North become a farmer. He and 
his crew settled upon some of the broad 
acres for which the lazy natives had no use, 
and builded a little center of more or less 
white civilization. They took black wives, 
since there were no white ones, and they 
worked in a spirit of communal enterprise, 
North was judge and potentate and king. 
When disputes arose, he sat in judgment, 
He worked out a very satisfactory system 
of law for his subjects, and at last made 
good use of his legal education. 


North’s consuming ambition was to sue 
ceed as a planter and keep as far away 
from the sea as possible. When traders 
came, duly deputized members of the cok 
ony went to the waterside and bargained 
for the sale of the products of the planta- 
tions. The men chosen for this work were 
the ones with the largest families, since 
North, was afraid he might lose the others 
if they got sight of a ship. 


The colony prospered. So fair and equi- 
able were its members in their dealing with 
their neighbors that the natives of Friendly 
continued to regard the white settlers as 
their most valuable allies. 

There came a war between the natives of 
Friendly and a neighboring black tribe. 
North and his men undertook to win the 
war for their friefds. They went out in 
full force, with all their arms and a quan- 
tity of hand grenades they had made, and 
stormed the enemy village, which was on 
a high and almost invulnerable rock. They 
won, dislodged the enemy, and burned the 
village, but North was murdered in his bed 
after his return to his home. The mur- 
derer was a son of the chief of the defeated 
tribe. This young man sacrificed his life 
to avenge the humiliation of his people. 
Captain North was a wise white ghief, but 


-he didn’t know all about the blacks of Mad- 


avascar, or he never would have slept un- 
guarded after his decisive victory.

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What Next for Florida? 


With the Real Estate Boom and the Hurricane Behind It, Florida Now Looks Toward a New Era 
of Prosperity—Based This Time Upon the Firm Foundation of Its Vast Resources 
-- and the Commerce Which Their Development Will Bring

LORIDA—a tangle of inconsisten- 
Florida—oldest discovered 
ax state and yet today the last re- 
maining genuinely pioneer state. 
Florida—jewel-bright, sunny vacation land 
of the super-rich and fertile mother for 
her sons who toil. What next for Florida? 

What, besides barracuda in the water and 
shark on the shore, will Mr. Hoover find 
during the brief weeks left for his vaca- 
tion? 
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First, there was Ponce de Leon, looking 
for Fairyland, who landed in Florida and 
found his 
dream. Then there was Mr. Flagler, driv- 
ing his railroad on iron stilts over the very 
waters of the sea to build another empire, 
who died without being sure that the em- 
pire was there. Now there is Mr. Hoover, 
placidly angling in waters no deeper than 
the gulf between the predominating ideas 
of the men of Florida today. 


On the other hand are those who ob- 
serve that Florida today derives about a 


‘third of her income from tourists and is 


capable of accommodating some half. a mil- 
lion of them. Fixing their eyes upon this 
solitary (though important) fact, these men 
make every effort to attract these tourists 
and to give them what they want when and 
as they want it. 

They point to their magnificent roads, 
Jeading in all directions for hundreds of 
miles along the sea or past inland lakes 
by the hundreds—roads finer and broader 
than any northern city’s streets and all of 
them alive with hurrying cars. 

They point to their golf clubs—open to 
everyone, yet luring such players as Sara- 
zen and Waiter Hagen and Bobby Jones and 
Offering $50,000 in prizes in a single week 
in a Single place. 

They point to polo fields where any one 
may piay and where Tommy Hitchcock and 
Averill Harriman, Larry Waterbury and 
Malcolm Stevenson and other stars do play. 

They point to Gar Wood’s Miss Detroit 
and the great speedboat races, such as that 
of this year, in which they expect that 
Captain Malcolm Campbell, holder of the 
world’s speed record for automobiles, will 
seek to wrest the crown from Wood. 

They beg you to observe the scores of 
tennis courts where you bounce about as 
much as you like or sit and watch Tilden 
or many a Davis cup contender at his work. 

They announce fifty-one days of horse 
racing and show you stables such as those 
of Harry Payne Whitney and George D. 
Widener or dozens and dozens of less well- 
known horse lovers, with their five or six 
hundred lively beauties. 

They ask you to see the hound races, 
the Spanish sport of ‘Wai Alai,’ the boxing 
matches, the spring baseball practice, the 
colHege basketball and football games, or to 
take part in something called “archery 
golf,’’ while the sky above is threaded with 
taxi planes and the fishing boats are moored 
to their colored posits and the outboard 
motors are getting ready for a regatta and 
the daring and dashing are riding on aqua- 
planes and the hardy are lunching in their 
bathing suits and the sickly are tanned on 
the beaches and the lovely are dancing in 
the “cocoanut groves.” 

And if you can't get enough sport out 
of some of this, they might rightly conclude 
there is no life in you. 

But then these men of Florida also sourly 
observe Havana lying near by—only a 
night's run by ship or a few hours by plane 
~—Havana, thoroughly legally wet and wide 
open. , 

And they go on the belief that Florida's 
present prosperity and Fiorida’s future

hope are entirely bound up in making the 
coast resorts just as wet and wide open as 
it is possible to make them without land- 
ing the local population entirely in jail. 
Otherwise, they think, these tourists will 
keep on going right along into Havana and 
never leave a cent’s worth of prosperity be- 
hind them. 


These men are all for prosecuting these 
coast guardsmen who have happened to 
kill some desperado bootlegger in the 
course of their disliked job of capturing 
rum-runners. Two of those coast guards- 
men were recently held in jail on such a 
charge. A desperado, who was immured in 
the lock-up at the top of one of the Miami 
Skyscrapers, had the ingenuity, somehow, 
to escape. But that is neither here nor 
there. Neither here nor there, either, is 
any opinion of the merits of this position 
by many of the men of Florida. 


What is little known outside the State, 


even to the thousands of tourists them- 
Selves who enjoy the high-powered enter- 
tainments of our riviera, is that 
there today quite another Florida, 
and guite another opinion of the future of 
Florida—and that this opinion is held by a 
very large people whom the 
outsider seldom knows anything about.

‘Florida has suffered two terrible re- 
verses,’ one of these men remarked to me, 
“and both of them came from outside the 
State. One was the real estate boom and 


the other was the hurricane.” 


Miami, with its lovely outiving towns of 
Coral Gables, Miami Beach and Cocoanut 
Grove, was the heart of both disasters. Yet, 
in Miami itself, vou will find todav a hiv- 
ing aspect of this other view of Florida's 
future. It exists in Miami university and 
its president, Dr. B. F. Ashe. 


Now, Br. Ashe is one ef these rare men 
in modern education who can see mod- 
ernly. Product himself of a middie western 
college, he managed te get all the way to 
an. LL. D. without encumbering himself 
with so much pedantic dust that he could 
not see through it clearly. 
man and vigerous.

His superior officers, when he came to 
teach at the University of Pittsburgh, ob- 


served that not only could he teach well, 


but that he also had a mind for adminis- 
tration and business. So they began soon 
to turn over certain administrative work to 
him, and he made a reputation at it. 

Meanwhif ™Mijami, a thoroughly go- 
getting Amefican fown, fitled with the spirit 
in which Kipling described the Yankee: 


Enslaved, illogical, elate, 

lie greets the embarrassed Gods, nor fears 
To shake the iron hand of fate 

And match with destiny for beers. 


Miami, realizing she was long on scenery, 
tall buildings, sport and chmate, but short 
on culture, decided to go after culture. 
She called in Dr. Ashe and started a uni- 
versity. 

lf she had lighted upon any one else. the 
boom and the hurricane might have finished 
it. But Ashe had not only persistence, but 
originality of vision. 

“What have we here?’’ asked the newest 
“What have we here 
that we have not anywhere else in Amer- 
ica? Obviously, three things: we are the 
nation’s furthest south—tfive hundred miles 
farther south than San Diego. We are the 
nearest to aH this country’s universities, to 
the nearest of all Latin American univer- 
sities—the University of Havana. We are

on sea-water. We shall capitalize these 
things.” 
And he went about doing so. He got 


pledges and subscriptions for $5,000,000. 
He took a beautiful new hotel—and con- 


verted it into his first’ main university 
building. 

“We shall have,’ he said, ‘a small but 
strong faculty—all of them live-wires. 


There will be good men who will appre- 
ciate the advantages of teaching in a land 
where they can be out of doors twenty- 
four hours in 


the day. Socrates had an 


Open-air school—the greatest school on 


record. Ours shall be like Socrates.’ ”

music and architecture.

“Who,” he said, “is the most. distin- 
guished Latin American scholar whom we 
can persuade to join us?” 

He found Dr. ¥V. A. Balaunde, of Lima, 
international publicist, once minister of his 
country to Uruguay and to Argentina, but 
then exiled to France for printing in his 
paper an editorial protesting abeut certain 
political prisoners. 

Dr. Balaunde came to lecture upon Latin 
American history, Latin American culture 
and political relations.

His lovely 
Porto Rican wife, a graduate of Vassar, sits 
in with Dr. Ashe and Dr. Balaunde in think- 
ing up new ways in which Miami can be- 
come more and more Spanish all the time. 

As his next step, Dr. Ashe began to ar- 
range for Latin American students to come 
to Miami, to find there an atmosphere both 
physically and spiritually harmenious with 
that to which they had been accusiomed 
at home. And instead of looking toward 
Virginia and Tenmessee for his competiters 
in Sperts, he loeked across the  nparrew 
waters toward Havana. Basketball and foot- 
bali teams between these two cempete not 
in October and November, but in February 
and April.

ality that he was able to make other people 
Stick with him. Today he has paid off 
most of the first debt of $300,000. He 
has his fachiity. He has his students—not 
as many of them as there might have been, 
but nearly all of them keenly alive to what 
they are there for. They show it by com- 
ing from twenty-eight different states to 
this ‘‘farthest south’’ university and show 
it by putting up with minor difficulties for 
the sake of the practical fact that they can 
live all the year out of doors and be a 
part of that vision of the founder. 


Now, if Dr. Ashe and his University of 
Miami were the only signs of what may be 
coming next in Florida, however interest- 
ing they are, they would not be entirely 
persuasive. They actually are only the 
obvious peak of a chain of economic and 
psychological mountains which indicate the 
Outlines of the real Florida. 


There is a whole lot of land and a whole 
lot of Florida which is neither boom made, 
tourist made nor hurricane ruined. That 
portion many Floridians and many others 
believe is the Florida of the future. 


There are, for example, the Florida for- 
ests. While in the tourist centers guides 
point out the giant palms which have safely 
been transplanted since the recent storms 
and set about the ubiquitous ‘‘cocoanut 
groves” or along the driveways of magnifi- 
cent winter palaces, others perhaps more 
far-seeing, point to the economic im- 
portance of the fact that pine tree and other 
industrially valuable timber will grow there 


in one-half the time they take ta other 
places. 
These men of Florida beg you to watch 
business 
Mr. 


J. C. Penney, eminent man, 


philanthropist and host to Hoover, 


demonstrating on his thousands of Florida 


acres how a Scientific method of extracting 
turpentine will help to carry them while 
they are growing to merchantable size. 
When, during her recent successful cam- 
paign for congress, Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen 
kept repeating that ‘Florida is a pioneer 
state,’ she was saying something that many 
of her audience had never thought about. 
Yet it was true. By 9,000 square miles 
larger in area than New York state, Florida 
contains only something over a million and 
a quarter inhabitants, with the greatest 
number of them concentrated in the five 


cities of Miami, Jacksonville, Tampa, Pen- 


sacola and Orlando. 


Yet Senator Fletcher, of Florida, tells 
many a story, such as that one of a woman 
who, in a year, on poultry alone, cleared 
$3,000 on a single acre of land east of 
Homestead; such as that of the man near 
Jacksonville who in the same way turned 
a capital of $2,000 into an investment of 
forty acres for which he was offered $40,- 
000 three years later. 


He tells the story, too, that when a for- 
mer Secretary of agriculture remarked: 


“Florida will one day be a great agricul- ..

It is only yesterday—only this morning, 
so to speak—that Florida began to realize 
so obvious a fact. 


The $56,250,000 worth of citrus fruit 
shipped north last year, the more than 
8,000 carloads of tomatoes, the trainloads 
of beans and celery and peppers and such 
that get the high price of an early market, 
the three and four crop year—these. and 
similar facts have become well known and 
accepted. What is said to be the finest 
single farm in the south is located in Jef- 


ferson county—S$,000 acrés, where not 
only cotton and peanuts and Sugarcane are 
raised but nearly everything else frem corn 
to livestock. 


But now, suddenly, new things are be- 
ing grown—things to tempt the jaded city 


taste of the north. Papaia melons, luscious 
as moonlight, with seeds which are them- 
selves a specific for the digestion; maagos 
rosy as dawn, along with avocadoes and 
custard apples and guavas, cocoanuts and 
bananas and new varieties of grapes and 
tangerines.

And so these men of Florida go on, with 
one detail after another in the picture of 
what they see as the real Florida—a 
Florida which the eager entertainers of the 
coasts and the gay dancers of the shadowed 
“cocoanut groves’’ disregard.

Those Florida forest owners must get 
from the legislature of their state some 
sort of preference in taxation which will

Meanwhile the spreading numbers of

“We have lost sight of the fact that 
forty-seven other states—not to mention 


the rest of the world—have their relations 
to us; and without them, their needs and 
their interchanges with us, we should per- 
ish in our potential plenty—in fact, we 
should have no plenty, as plenty comes 
from what we can produce and market suc- 
cessfully, and not from self-admiration.

~ Landru, the French “Bluebeard” 
who killed so many women that he kept 
a notebook listing his victims and the va- 
rious small expenses incurred in his woo- 
ings and his butcheries. This was the mos? 
sensational case in recent French history. 

But for that notebook it is extremely 
doubtful if the clever Landru., wouMM ever 
have been convicted, In his career he had 
relations, it was estimated, with 283 
women, and dozens of these vanished soon 
after they had known him. His own note- 
book contained the names of ten women 
and one boy who had disappeared, leaving 
him with all their worldly goods. In his 
possession the police found the victims’ 
papers, their birth certificates, their mar- 
riage licenses, etc. 

But never in all the long months if in- 
vestigation did the police solve the mystery 


of how he disposed of the bodies.

What a murderer was this man Landrul 
What a-character for the Hall of Infamy! 

Young he was not, nor handsome, and 
yet sO compelling and so charming was his 
manner that he irresistibly attracted wom- 
en. How many fell under his terrible spell 
has only been estimated. Even he himself 
probably could not have told. He wooed 
and killed and wooed and killed—and such 


were his methods that never a breath of - 


Suspicion fell upon him until more than 
four years after his first atrocity. 

As a rule Landru selected no young girls 
for his victims. Like Hoch, the Chicago 
Slayer of years ago, he picked middle-aged 
women who were lonely and not too poor. 
He picked women who were not interested 
in passion but in companionship. He court- 
ed them with the romantic artistry of a 
Don Juan. Though they were ugly and fat, 
he treated them as if all nature had worked 
to make them lovely. 

And they 
them. 

. How he killed them—and what he did 
with them after he killed them—we do 
not know. There were theories about a 
strong waxed cord, drawn tightly around 
the throat, and theories regarding the stove 
in his home at Gambai, into which he was 
said to have fed his corpses, bit by bit— 
but they were only 


succumbed. And he killed 


theories. He never 
chose to reveal these secrets, or any of his 
secrets. The women simply vanished from 
the face of the earth. 

Henri Landru was born in Paris in 1869, 
the son of a stoker. As a child he was 
timid and affectionate; he shrank from as- 
sociation with other boys. His sweet voice 
won him a place in the choir of St. Louise- 
en-"Le. Later he served mass. At the 
chourch they reearded him as a model boy, 
and no doubt he was. 

But have you noticed that some of our 
most enthusiastic fiends start out by being 
paragons? 

Young Lancru planned to become a me- 
chanical engineer. He passed his college 
entrance examination when he was sixteen, 
but before he had qualified he was con- 
scripted and spent the next four years in 


the army. Then he married. Soon after 
that he was rel-ased to civilian life. It has 
been sad that he married with the delib- 


erate intention of shortening his time with 
the colors.

In 1909 he was twice convicted 
and twice given sentences of three years. 
Finally in July, 1914, he was sentenced by 
default for fraud to four years imprison-

This culminating sentence made Landru 
desperate and plunged him over the preci- 
pice on which he had been hovering. He 
escaped from the police. But for the war 
and the disorganization of the police serv- 
ice he would very likely have been caught 
before he had time to make his first kill- 
ing. Had they caught him, Landru’s fate 
would have been a living death in Cayenne. 
But he was not caught. - 

With the coming of the war, all business 
ceased, 
get along. He was a criminal, hunted by 
the police, with a terrible sentence already 
passed upon him. His desperation made 
him act with the thoroughness of a fam- 


Landru found it very difficult to

longing to the boy and by July, 1915, he

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IONS have always fascinated me. One of my ambitions is to secure a 
: tiny cub and raise it by hand to maturity. Unfortunately, although 
I handled hundreds of young wild creatures during my three years in 
Africa, I never had an opportunity to secure such a cub. I did, however, 
have many opportunities to watch and study lions at close quarters on the 
veldt. From these studies and experiences have grown my belief that lions 
think, that they have a language by which they can communicate ideas, that 
they teach and learn, that they co-operate and that they remember. 

Lions give utterance to three distinct types of roars: the roar of rage, 
the roar for terrorizing purposes and the summoning roar. They moan from 
anguish, and when contented they make a whistling chirp. Probably they 
make other noises which I-have not recognized. 


It was early in September, the beginning of the hottest time of the year. 
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1 and my safari of ladened negroes were returning to the base camp from an 
elephant hunting expedition up the Luia River in Portuguese East Africa. 
I was walking at the end of the long procession to pick up any laggards. At 
the head stumped my motion picture operator. As we wound along an old, 
almost unused, trail which bent in and out among rocky steep foothills my 
mind was floating far ahead. Game and lions were the least of my thoughts. 

Abruptly I was snapped to attention by the sudden halt of the native 
ahead of me. I looked up and saw that my tracker, Mangineera, was beckon- 
ing to me to hurry up to the head of the line. I walked up quickly. Just off 
the trail, huddled close together, stood a herd of waterbuck. I knew we 
needed meat—we always did—and without thinking, I threw up my rifle and 
fired. At the same instant the boys loosed my pack of dogs. They rushed , 
up to the buck I had shot, and then tore off through the bush after the fast 
disappearing herd. 

I ordered up my skinners and started them cutting up the meat. Then 
a short ways off the dogs began to bark excitedly Calling a couple of boys, 
lJ ran toward a line of dry brush and tangled vegetation which bordered a 
dry creek bed. I expected to find that the dogs had caught a young buck. 

Suddenly, one of the dogs yelped, as if hurt. But that often happens 
and I kept on running. Then a low hoarse growl rolled up at us. We stoppec 
dead. Either a lion or a big male baboon, either dangerous when cornered, was 
fighting the dogs. Listening, we walked to the edge of the creek. Another 
growl, this time so savage and abrupt it was unmi-t*'able. A linon—and a 
male, at that! 

We got down on our hands and knees and craw.ed into the thick brush. 
Reaching the creek we dropped silently onto the bed of sand and proceeded 
cautiously toward the spot from which the growl had come. Yet although 
we found the dogs looking very sheepish, with their tails at a discouraced 
angle, we found neither hide nor hair of lion. 

Returning to the buck, I thought nothing more of the matter and soon 
was directing the loading of the meat. My operator picked up his rifle and 
led the way again, while I remained behind to see that every one got started. 

Just as I was taking a last look around two shots crashed out a little 
beyond the creek bed. There was a startled shout, then absolute silence. I 
ran up quickly to find the safari huddled in a group, their packs on the 
ground, twisting and turning as if trying to see in every direction at once.

Possessed with curiosity we returned to the grass. Sandy would not 
come. We had hardly walked ten yards when there was the sound of a heavy 
animal moving at a gallop through the grass. I looked and looked yet cou J 
not see a thing. Once or twice I thought I saw the grass wave. Althougn 
we searched we could find no distinct tracks. 

Around the carcass we did find lion tracks and plenty of them. In the 
black residue from the fire the story of what had occurred was plainly writ- 
ten. A lion, probably attracted by the smell of blood, had come up to the 
carcass from the west. It had walked around the mass of thorns many times, 
but finally had given up in disgust and gone off toward the north. The 
thorns had proved too discouraging. 

When the carriers arrived we cut up the meat and started back to camp. 
On the way a lion roared sleepily once or twice. The sound came from the 
north, the direction in which our would-be marauder had gone. We thou’ ht 
nothing of it at that time, as lions often roar around 10 o'clock in the me:n- 
ing, either just before or just after drinking 

About 3 o’clock in the afternoon a lion roared loudly about a mieo °2y, 
It is unusual for lions to roar at this time. We listened. The lion ro- 1 
again. My natives looked at one another quizzically, and Char.ie predic ead 
the prospect ef a lively night. As the roaring sounded again I listened care- 
fully. It seemed to be different from all other roars I had heard. It was 
just a sound—magnificent, it is true. but still just a sound. Something 
menacing was lacking. 

Before long another roar broke forth. But this one was farther away, 
Just as I was about to remark that the lion was moving off, the first one 
roared again from approximately the same spot as before. Then the second 
lion roared. This kept up for nearly an hour, the second lion coming closer 
all the time. At one period it seemed as if there were a third lion somewhere 
between the original pair. : 

As we listened it seemed certain that the first lion had been calling the 
second. The roars were different from any I ever heard before, and undoubt- 
edly the second lion had approached the first. 

“rom 4 o'clock on there was not a sound. There might not have been a 
single lion in the whole world for any noises we heard. We had eaten supper 
and were sitting around the main fire smoking. It was pitch dark, with that 
oppressive darkness so common on nights when the moon rises late. I was 
thinking of turning in when suddenly the majestic full-throated roar of a 
male lion burst from the darkness on the ridge not sixty yards distant. 

The sound rolled and swelled around us, seeming to beat in from every 
side. As the last sighing woof of expelled breath died away another roar 
broke out. Then another and another, until six lions had roared in succes- 
sion. The final vibrating notes of one were cut off by the next. It was not 
one or possibly two lions roaring repeatedly. There were six beyond a doubt, 
and four were lionesses. The difference in the roars was unmistakable. 

The roars of the sixth lion rolled away through the bush. The leaves 
which had seemed to quiver drooped listlessly. The flame from my candle 
stood erect. There was not a breath of breeze. Sandy, lying beside me, 
shook with growls he was afraid to loose. An urnicanny reverent silence 
settled over the veldt. Twenty minutes er so passed draggingly. Then the 
roaring burst forth again.

the night. We have a saying in Rhode- 
sia that a roaring lion fs no danger. So 
I went to bed. But I slept fitfully. After 
all, lions are lions, Six lions roaring withia 
sixty yards of one’s bed are likely to make 
sleep difficult. Especially as we had no 
barricade around us, but were stretched out 
on the veldt, our only protection half a 
dozen small fires. 

At the first faint sign of morning I got 
up. Taking Mangineera and Charlie, I 
started out to see if I could not obtain 
a ‘shot at our serenaders. To reach the 
low ridge I had to cross a narrow, moist 

creek bed filled with rank, light foot grass.

When my heart had come back to 
me and was beating somewhat near nor- 
mal, I investigated. 

A lion had been lying in the grass. We 
had approached so quietly that, there be- 
ing no wind, the lion had had no notice 
of our coming. The first thing the lion 
knew I was almost on it. It growled and 


spit just like a domestic cat. And it spit 


in my face! 


Studying the occurrences of that twenty- 
four hours made me believe that lions can 
remember, that they can call, communicate 
somehow, and cooperate. The first lion had 
found the meat of the dead sable. Later 
in the day he had roared, and‘as a result 
seven lions appeared close to camp. They 
could not have come as a result of scent, 
because there was not a suspicion of a 
breeze. 


But in what manner were those seven 
lions collected? Did they know what they 
were after, or were they merely surround- 


tye the camp on the off-chance of some- 
' thing favorable occurring? Once arrived at 


camp, one of the lions had detached itself 
and crept to within fifteen yards. [ imagine 
that it was hoping that either one of. us 
or one of the dogs would rush out and 
come within Striking distance, or that it 
would find some meat which had been 
thrown out. 


Like every other young animal, lions 
must learn how to kill, haw to protect 
themselves and how to act under various 
circumstances. Once when I was hunting 
zebra on burned land near the village of 
Sheasomgoa in the Kafue district | found 
evidence of one of these lessons in hunt- 
ing As | was moving across the veldt 
my eye picked up the trails of four lions. 
Two were adults, the huge five-inch spoors 
told that plainly. Beside these had rua 
two small cubs. As we followed the tracks 
it became evident that the lions had been 
Stalking game. The tracks dragged. Fre- 
quently we found impressions made when 
the cubs lay flat on the ground. Twice 
the adults had lain down. Then as we top- 
ped a rolling rise a flock of vultures rose 
flapping from the bony remaants of a zebra. 
The lions had made their killing. 


Casting around, I found tracks which 
told the complete story. Just before reach- 
ing the top of the rise the lions had sep- 
arated.

and lion tracks was so confused it was im- 
possible to tell which of the two lions had 
made the kill, 


But what was most interesting was that 
the cubs had remained behind to watch 
their parents. To me this was clearly a 
lesson in how to kill a zebra. 


I have shot a considerable number of 
antelope and zebra. Not a few have borne 
on their backs and hindgiiarters the marks 
of lion claws. Almost without exception 
these marks have been those of immature 
lions. They seemed to be the early at- 
tempts of young lions to kill game. An 


adult lion springs onto the neck and shoul- 


ders and makes its kill either by biting 
through the spinal cord or by breaking the 
beast’s neck. 


The hunting acts which I have either 
witnessed or spelled out from tracks have 
convinced me that lions can communicate, 
can cooperate, teach, learn and remember. 


My final argument that lions are in- 
telligent is the story of how three lions 
routed cattle from my pole kraal and suc- 
ceeded in killing two. 


| had been traveling with my wagons 
in the Mashakulumbwe country in north- 
ern Rhodesia. One night we put our oxen, 
together with the native’s cattle, in the 
strong pote kraal belonging to the village. 
Late that night, in the darkness pre-

There was a rush of cattle, the crashing 
of poles and then the sound of rapidly stam- 
peding hoofs. I fired and fired again. But 
it was too late. In the darkness there was 
nothing that we could do. But an hour 
later, when the moon had come up, we 
walked over to inspect the damage. 


In the dust the story was only too 
plain. Three lions had anproached the kraal 
up the wind. They had separated, and 
(wo, probably lionesses, had lain down about 
sixty vards from the lkraal. The third had 
approache! the kraal and stood oa the 
down-wind side. It was while it was stand- 
ing there that it had uttered the weofs 
which had awakened Charlie and puzzied 
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The cattfe had got to their feet and 
moved over to the far side of the kraal 
to get away from the dreaded enemy. When 
the cattle were huddled nervously together 
on the up-wind side the lion had rushed 
around and roared his loudest right next to 
them. The result was that the already 
frightened cattle stampeded, hit the poles 
on the opposite side and crashed through 
them. Stampeding across the veldt, they 


ran right onto the two waiting lionesses. 
The results were only too obvious in the 
two carcasses we found a hundred yards 
away. 

Was this procedure of approaching the 
krall, separating and initiating one proce- 
dure to bring another entirely different, an 
act performed without conscious design? 
Or was it an act involving the conscious 
exercise of thought? Neither of these two 
explanations can be proved. But I believe 
most firmly that lions do think.

CORRESPONDENT of greater than 
average intelligence, if one may 
judge by the letter, asks a ques- 
tion that suggests a common mis- 
apprehension ‘‘Would any of the diseases 
of the kidneys, such as Bright’s disease and 
sugar diabetes, show up in a blood test? Or 
would T. B. of the throat or the bones show 
up in the blood test? Where a blood test 
is made do they just look for the disease 
the patient asks about? . 1 am supposed 
to have a nervous breakdown .. .”’ 


If there were any such thing as nervous 


breakdown, the line of introspective thought* 


this correspondent apparently follows ought 
to bring it on! 


Before we can begin to answer the ques- 
tions it is important to explain that we are 
talking about examinations of the blood, 
biological, chemical, bacteriological, patho- 
logical, real examinations, and not the fake 
blood tests that certain shady healers pre- 
tend to make in order to hoodwink their 
credulous victims into believing in such 
balderdash as “‘bovine syphilis” or 
tial cancer’ 


‘“poten- 
or “toxic poisoning.” 


Real blood tests of any kind are difficult 
and they demand expert technical skill, not 
just a machine or a stock of scientific appa- 


ratus. When we consider that there are 


perhaps a dozen different biological blood 


tests in general use, sixteen chemical tests 
in many routine blood examinations lightly 
ordered by physicians whose diagnostic ca- 
pacity depends -upon which 
somehow impresses customers endowed 
wtih more jack than is wise for children to 
have, and fully as many different bacteri- 
ological and pathological blood tests, is be- 
comes obvious that there is no such signifi- 
cance in the ‘“‘blood test’ as is popularly 
attached to the fancied rite. A blood test 
in reality is nothing like the ‘‘acid test’’ of 
figurative speech, nor has it any slight re- 
semblance to the “X-ray examination’’ your 
quack offers aS a bait—the x-ray, in the 
lexicon of quackery, being a mysterious 
means of looking about inside the sucker’s 
body and seeing at a glance—from a dollar 
up—just what ails the poor simpleton.

A familiar example of the biological group 
of blood examinations is the Wasserman re- 
action. This has been well advertised, and 
it has served and still serves a good purpose 
merely as an index pointing the way for the 
physician to follow, in diagnosis and in 
treatment. It is by no means the infallible 
sign the laity assumes. In the first place, 
several different disease conditions will give

test, like all biological or physical measure- 
ments, is subject to erratic or inaccurate 
observation or interpretation by the labora- 
tory technician making the examination.

This is of 
course unlikely—I mean it is unlikely that 
any one who really believes he has perfect 
health would squander ten of those things 
all America madly pursues for a doctor's 
verification of the belief. So, in order to 
give the case a degree of verisimilitude let’s 
assume you are applying for a license to 
wear yellow spats and on the fourth or fifth 
day of the county commission’s examination 
you are required to undergo a complete 
health examination at the hands of the dep- 
uty district doctor designated by the board 
of control. Along toward 4:07 p. m., near 
closing time, the snappy yourfg medico who 
has been taking a nap lifts his ear from your 
chest and jabs you with an automatic stilet- 
to, and collects your precious blood for the 
laboratory staff.
